Council wants to speecl$1 00 million 
Virginia Beacli Open Space Program

City Council wants to put some action 
in its Virginia Beach Open Space Pro- 
gram Plan of Action and move it ^lead 
of schedule. 

The plan, which is designed to provide 
open space in areas, mostly dcvelopal 
areasof the city, where open space is at a 
premium, includes acquiring property to 
convert into active or passive open space. 
Some council members are mnccmed 
that the longer the city waits, more of 
the available land will be gobbled up by 
developers and other private purchasers. 
- Parks and Recreation Director Sara 
Hensley at a recent council workshop 
presented a schedule which would take 
the plan into next November before the 
plan is ready for adoption and execution. 

Parks and recreation's Barry Frankcn- 
licld said an expenditure of $50,000 (o 
$75,000 would be needed to bring the 
city to the point where the actual imple- 
mentation could get started. 



Approximately $41 ,000 would be need- 
ed for a consultant's survey to determine 
how the public felt about the program, 
and the remaining for eight public meet- 
ings in various sections of the city lo 
hear from citizens and lor planning and 
analysis. 

He said thai $100 million is a rough 
estimate of what the plan would cost to 
implement figuring on paying $100,000 
an acre for land. 

When council members remarked that 
the public has already expressed its opin- 
ion, that the citizens want more open 
space, and that the city has all the data it 
needs. City Manager James K. Spore said 
that the consultant's study was needed 
not so much for physical data but to 
gauge the attitudes of the public. 

Among the issues to be determined is 
how the program will be financed iind 
also whether the property would be pur- 
chased from voluntary sellers or whether 
condemnation would be used. 

Frankenfield said thai one area that had 



been considered which contains 1 00 acres 
has already been sold. 

He also said thjtt the schedule had been 
tailored so that all the needed information 
would be available in case council wanted 
to have a referendum. 

A voluntary tax increase a^roved 
through a referendum is among possible 
lunding sources suggested in the plan. 

Existing funding sources include: 

■ Allocation in the Capital Improve- 
ment Program which would simply be 
reallocating or reprioritizing existing and 
future funds a less property could be a:- 
quired and maintained. 

■ Cash in lieu of payments — up- 
front money from new residential devel- 
opment toward purchasing open space to 
offset development. The amount is not 
predictable. 

■ Sale of existing residual property 
cily property using the funds to purchase 
open space property.

■ Redirecfing existing taxes. This

'downtown'

City Council has established a Central 
Business District - South and a tax incre- 
ment financing district to finance it. 

The ordinance establishing the city's 
"downtown" adopted recently by City 
Council will be bounded on the north by 
Virginia Beach Boulevard, on the east by 
Thalia Creek, on the south by Interstate 
264 and on the west by Euclid Road, 
South Independence Boulevard and the 
railroad right-of-way, and Horace Avenue 
and an extension in a southerly direction. 
Provisions of the ordinance were effective 
on adoption of the ordinance. 

With tax increment financing (TIF) no 
current tax dollars are involved and the 
development of the central business dis- 
trict will not come at the expense of 
other city programs. 
The financing plan works this way: 
A private-sector entity commits its 
own capital for its share of a specific eco- 
nomic development project. 

The city creates a TIF district which in- 
cludes the project's land and possibly 
land of the surrounding area. The assessed 
values of real estate within the district as 
a certain date are established as the base- 
line. 

Taxes on the baseline continue to be 
paid to the city to support its operations. 
The city agrees to fund its share of the 
project from the taxes on the increased 
assessed values over the baseline that an; 
generated as a result of improvement to 
the real estate within the TIF district. 
These funds can be used to fund the pro- 
ject on a pay-as-you-go basis or to pay 
debt service on bonds issued to finance 
the improvements. 

If the real estate tax rate is increased in 
the future, revenue from the baseline 
going into the general fund and revenue 
above the baseline available to pay the 
city's obligation are increased. 

The TIF period ends when the incre- 
mental revenue pays off the city's obliga- 
tion. The real estate tax revenues, includ- 
ing the increased incremental revenue, go 
into the general fund. 

Tax increment districts have previously 
been established in Sandbridge and the 
Lynnhaven Mall Shopping Area.

To prevent the overly emotionally- 
charged atmosphere that sometime 
led to irrational and bellicose behav- 
ior by immature teenage boys, our 
School Board banned night football 
games. There wasn't a single fist 
fight or other such trouble from that 
day forward. In the cold light of a 
Saturday afternoon, all trouble (in- 
cluding teenage drinking and other 
undesirable behavior) stopped com- 
pletely. 

But of course, in my youth adults 
still cared about youngsters — all 
youngsters, even those who broke 
the rules and got into trouble. Ameri- 
cans in the 1950s were determined 
not to throw away a single child. 
After all. they were the future citi- 
zens and every troubled youth our 
society failed to rehabilitate was its 
problem for decades to coinc. 

And it is high time wc dispelled the 
myth that children (especially teen- 
agers) didn't take a swing at teachers 
or principals, start fist fights or cause 



more serious trouble in those good 
ole days. That is laughably false. 

how soon we forget. The term 
"juvenile delinquent" was first coined 
during the 1950s. Anyone with an 
ounce of common sense knows that 
teenagers have been a handful since 
the beginning of time. 

Adult America has lost its soul. It 
demands that its young not make 
serious mistakes, even the same mis- 
takes earlier generations made over 
and over again. 

If we ever come to our senses, we 
will again put some structure into our 
teenagers' lives, and be vigilant in 
seeing to it that their behavior stays 
within safe and sane boundaries. More 
than anything else teenagers need 
adult supervision. They thrive when 
that is the case, so long as those adults 
truly have their best interest at heart. 

And we need to start imposing 
consequences for misbehavior whose 
primary goal is to rehabilitate and 
redirect the youthful offender into a 
positive channel. That includes re- 
forming our juvenile detention cen- 
ters into safe places that offer inten- 
sive counseling and educational and 
work-related training for their in- 
mates. 

But most of all we need men as 
fathers and father figures to get back 
involved with their own sons and the 
sons of our community. A good fa- 
ther figure is more than just a disci- 
plinarian, he is a youth's chief pro- 
tector as well. 

So if Jesse Jackson is the only man 
in America that has enough statute to 
stand up the idiots who run the schools 
and law enforcement in Decatur, III., 
I say "Good for him." 

At least, those young men won't 
soon forget that they were deemed 
worth saving. That's not a message 
very manv youngsters in America 
ever hear from anybody these days.

Guilty before

Egyptair Flight 900 has not settled 
to the bottom of the ocean off 
Massaciiusett's Nan icket Island be- 
fore the investigators of the National 
Transporta- 
tion Safety 
Board and 
the irrespon- 
sible national 
electronic 
news media 
were con- 
vinced that 
they knew 
the culprit 
responsible 
for the crash. 
It just had 
to be a mem- 
ber of the 
crew, relief 
co-pilot 
Gameel el 
Batouty .

dence was a tape recorded message 
attributed to him. On Wednesday a 
federal law enforcement official said 
that just before the autopilot was 
I .Tied off and the fatal dive began, 
the crew member in the co-pilot's 
seat was recorded as saying, "I made 
my decision now.

Later, another federal law official 
said that Gameel el Batouty did not 
make the remark, "I made my deci- 
sion now."

Council takes steps 
to save historic sites

In an effort to save the city's his- 
toric buildings, City Council is of- 
fering a tax break to owners of the 
property who have their structures 
included in the Virginia Beach His- 
torical Register and who rehabili- 
tate the structure without diminish- 
ing its historical value. 

More than 650 historic buildings 
were identified in Virginia Beach as 
the result of a 1992/1993 survey in 
which the city and the Virginia De- 
partment of Historic Resources 
shared the cost. Fifteen of the 
buildings have been placed on the 
National and Virginia Registers and 
others may also be eligible. Some, 
however, have a significance local- 
ly and it's because the city would 
like to save as many of these struc- 
tures as possible that the city re- 
cently established the Virginia 
Beach Historical Register. Struc- 
tures are approved or disapproved 
by the Department of Museums 
and Cultural Arts and the city's 
Historical Review Board. Sites al- 
ready on the National Register of 
Historic Places or the Virginia 
Landmarks Register would be in- 
cluded on the city's register on the 
request of the property owner. 

Being placed on the city's regis- 
ter would create no restrictions for 



property owners, unlike inclusion 
within a historic and cultural dis- 
trict under the city zoning ordi- 
nance. 

Placement on the register, how- 
ever, makes the property owners el- 
igible for tax breaks. 

Here's how the program, adopted 
recently by City Council, works: 

Say a historically significant res- 
idential structure is assessed at 
$100,000 before being rehabilitated 
and the rehabilitation work boosts 
the assessment to $140,000, then 
the owner would receive an exemp- 
tion on the $40,000 on the real es- 
tate tax rate that will run with the 
property for 15 years. 

A commercial or industrial struc- 
ture would receive a 50 percent ex- 
emption on the cost to rehabilitate 
the structure, which runs on the 
structure, not the land, for five 
years. 

The program had been presented 
and recommended by Mac Rawls, 
director of the Department of Mu- 
seums and Cultural Arts. 

To qualify structures have to be 
at least 50 years old. 

Both the Virginia Beach Historic 
Resources Manageinenl Plan of 
1995 and the 1999 Study of Finan- 
cial incentives for Historic Preser- 
vation recommended the establish- 
ment of the local register.

Up close and personal 
Larry Sarosdy: 9{aturatCy speal^iny

Since Larry Sarosdy can't get outdoors as 
much as he would like, he's brought part of 
it inside. 

His new downtown office is decked with 
potted plants, and there's one hanging from 
the ceiling. Sarosdy would love to get more 
in there — it would make him feel more at 
home. 

As the new executive director of the 
Hoffler Creek Wildlife Foundation in 
Portsmouth, the Virginia Beach resident is 
committed to spreading the word about the 
142-acre refuge in Churchland. And he's 
ready to see it grow with a nature and 
education center, parking lot and plenty of 
trails. All that takes money, which is 
exactly why he's often office-bound. 

He's hoping the foundation will be able to 
meet many of its goals through grants. 

On the job just a month, the position is 
perfect for Sarosdy. It combines his 
experience in non-profit work with a love of 
the great outdoors. 

"Ever since I was a kid I had this 
attraction to walking in the woods," he 
explained. "I think probably most young 
kids like to explore, build bridges and do 
whatever it is kids do in the woods. But I 
just liked to go out there, sit down, watch 
the birds and try to figure out what was 
going on. It all seemed like such a mystery 
to me. Even now it's still very beautiful to 
be part of that." 

Sarosdy also has a healthy love of back 
packing, hiking and nature photography, 
some of which he'll be able to indulge at 
the preserve. 

'The preserve is really the last wilderness 
area in suburbia Portsmouth. Everything 
around it is developed or getting ready to be 
developed. The idea that at one time that 
land sustained innumerable wildlife and 
plant species and that now everything has 
been condensed down to this space is 
remarkable. 

"This land supports deer populations, red 
foxes, turtles, eagles, any number of 
species. To me that is incredible. With the 
planet getting smaller and running out of 
space because man is clearing it out, this 
offers a glimpse of how man can live with 
nature in a unique environment — and how 
we can make it work," said Sarosdy. 

Continuing to make the preserve a 
wilderness resource calls for planning. On 
the foundation's wish list is a nature center 
which would serve as a model of 
environmentally-conscious living. But that 
dream comes with a price tag. Sarosdy 
estimates it will take at least $500,000 to 
make it happen. 

"It'll be painstaking work raising it," he 
said. "It's not as easy as standing out on the 
corner saying, 'Hey, can you spare a dime?' 
Portsmouth is a city of 100,000 people, and 
even if everyone gave us a dollar it still 
wouldn't be enough for us to do what we 
want to do in the next couple of years, like 
build a nature center." 

He envisions the center as having 
"sustainable design" and "green 
technology," making it unobtrusive to the 
surroundings and having the least impact 
possible on the environment. 

"It would be a place where people from 
Hampton Roads and beyond could come 
and ob.serve the whole concept of a wildlife 
preserve in the middle of an urbanized 
environment. 1 thiTikv.ione of the biggest 
cornerstones of this foundation will be 
education. The only way for people to 
change their behavior is to learn about 
different alternatives and start practicing 
them," Sarosdy explained. 

He brings his own expertise to the subject. 
Though Sarosdy has a strong background in 
work for non-profit organizations, he has 
also worked as production manager at 
Winesett Nursery in Pungo. Though his 
duties with the nursery end in the winter, 
Sarosdy can still be found piddling in his 
own garden year-round. He especially 
enjoys growing native wildfiowers and calls 
his yard in Indian Lakes his own private 
"solace."

be compressed bui ihat the focus 
groups, which would be held in the 
various districts or the city, are im- 
portant, especially if a tax increase 
were to be considered. 

Councihvoman Barbara Henley 
said that she was disappointed that 
it would take a year before the city 
started to acquire property. "In an- 
other year, we can lose an awful 
lot." 

She said that she has heard strong 
statements from the public and 
they don't want everything built 
on. He said she was worried about 
losing the in-fill parcels. 

Henley said that there is the ^- 
pearance "that we are not doing 
anything." 

Councilman Linwood Branch in 
said that the people want open 
space, but "(We) want them to 
know how to pay for it. If we lose 
space, wc lose it forever." 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said in 
an effort to move the project for- 
ward, it should be prioritized so fi- 
nancing can be included in the 
2001-2002 budget. 

Vice Mayor William E. Sessoms 
Jr. said, "Open space is a big deal 
to me." 

Based on typical planning stan- 
dards, 10 acres of open space 
should be required for every 1,000 
in population. Some areas of the 

city surpass that, but others, such 

as the Holland and Bayside plan- 
ning areas, fall short. 
H(?nley said the basic questions 

are how the land would be used — 

parks, recreation, trails and how it 

will be paid for. 
Councilman Louis R. Jones said 

that the decision has to be made 

whether the money should be spent 

on schools and roads or open space. 
Oberndorf said that the people 

can't understand why the city can 

go in and purchase land to prevent 

a condo. The people just want the 

open space now. She asked whether 

the city was planning to purchase 

parcels only from willing sellers or 

whether condemnation would be 

used. 
Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 

said that the loss of revenue by tak- 
ing property off the tax rolls needed 

to be figured in the cost. 
Frankenfteld said the city already 

has the criteria to identify property 

to be purchased, that parks and 

recreation does not recommend 

buying a parcel less than one acre. 

Anything less would not have a 

significant value.

bachelor of arts degree from Bowie, 
Md., as well as a masters degree in 
public administrator from Nor- 
folk's Old Dominion University. 

Just out of college in 1977, 
Wheeler worked for nine years in 
the therapeutic recreation as director 
of summer camps for mentally re- 
tarded and emotionally handicapped 
children through Parks and Recre- 
ation at Virginia Beach. 

That grew into coaching 
wheelchair sports for adults — bas- 
ketball, swimming, track and field 
events. The Virginia Beach Sun 
Wheelers ("No pun intended on my 
name," Wheeler said) became suc- 
cessful under his tutelage. 

Dozens upon dozens of sports 
events have occurred because of 
Wheeler's initiative. Four. major 
annual events, which strengthen 
the sports activities in the Hamp- 
ton Roads area, are the Marathon, 
the 8K Run, the Masters 8K Run 
and the Children's Run. 

"I run in the Masters, because 
that's the one for old people — 
those 40 and over," Wheeler said. 

Every year a vendor fair and Chil- 
dren's Run are held at the Pavilion. 
Vendors sell fitness items and chil- 
dren gain self-esteem, recognition 
and have a lot of fun, according to 
Wheeler. 

"I want to continue to help kids 
and also to have a positive impact 
on the city — economically," he 
said. "I'm looking for other venues 
in the region to host many kinds of 
sports activities and the new Sport- 
splex is a perfect venue." 

"We are a big city," said Wheel- 
er. "We're looking for various 
sports organizations to promote the 
city, and we're looking for a good 
fit with venue and support.

"Families come for special events 
like this and see the fun things Vir- 
ginia Beach has to offer." Wheeler 
said. "Then, they come back for va- 
cations.

"We want to work with 
them in sponsoring events like the 
East Coast Surfing Championships 
and the Shamrock Marathon, which 
is an annual event." 

'There are many opportunities 
for new venues," Wheeler said.

In July 2000, more than 100 
teams of 12-year-old boys basket- 
ball will participate at 10 difTermt 
high school and middle school 
gyms in the area, according to 
Wheeler. Teams all over the United 
States are looking for sports 
venues, and Virginia Beach wants 
them to come h»e. 

"The Hampton Roads Soccer

destination in our area," Whe^r 



said. "Lacrosse, field hockey, foot- 
ball and many other sports can be 
played here. Virtually, any sport 
that needs a field, can find one in 
the Virginia Beach area." 

"I want to bring in more events 
in the shoulder seasons 
(fall/spring)," Wheeler said. "I want 
to get the word out to the rest of 
the country that we're doing this." 

"We want sports-minded people 
all over the world to think of Vir- 
ginia Beach as their sports destina- 
tion. Our ultimate goal," Wheeler 
said, "is for everyone to hear about 
us and come to us, saying, we've 
heard about you and we want come 
here."

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There's 'Moore' to curing hams than just salt 




Out in 
Left Field

When I hear the names Smithfield, 
Luler and Gwaltney, I think of ham. 
Those words and ham are perma- 
nently and inexorably linked in my 
mind. Like it or not, that probably 
will never 
change. 

What has 
changed is 
that every 
time I hear, 
see. or 
smell ham. 
I'll think 
Moore — 
as in Carter 
Moore, al- 
though 
Carter 
Moore is 
absolutely 
not a ham. 
While 

^ Moore 

would 
never even suggest it (much less say 
it), what he doesn't know about cur- 
ing hams probably isn't worth know- 
ing. It has been said that Moore knows 
more about the curing and smoking 
of hams than anyone in the world, but 
there's not a boastful bone in his 
body. He's just too modest lo pal 
himself on the back. 

Moore once selected a "grand 
champion ham" for Virginia Tech's 
Block and Bridle Little International 
LivesttK-k Expo which sold for $900 
or about $56 pcrpound. In addition to 
a taste test, the competing hams were 
judged on the basis of voluinc ol 
muscle, depth of color and amount ot 
fat content. Moore was also person- 
ally asked by V.W. Joyner and Com- 
pany to select a ham that was ordered 
asagift for President Ronald Reagan. 
After years of practical experience 
in the ham industry, Moore eventu- 
ally rose 10 the level of curemaster. In 
Smithfield, a curemaster is a man 
who has spent a lifetime developing 
his skill and reputation. He certainly 
knows his way around ham. 

Moore was, inhisown words, "bom 
(Aug. 23, 1932) and raisedliti 
Smithfield." He has worked in the 
ham processing business for more 
than 45 years. In his first 42 years, he

missed work only once — the day of 
his mother's burial. Even both of his 
years, he's worked for three of the 
Smithfield companies: Gwaltney, 
Swift and Joyner. 

According lo a booklet called "A 
HisloryofihcSmilhficld Hum Indus- 
try" distributed by V.W. Joyner as 
promotional literature, thecuring pro- 
cess for each of the Smithfield com- 
panies varies slightly, but the overall 
procedure is generic. 

Carter Moore" s dctai led account of 
the curing process is slightly, more 
involved than the pnxredure that was 
briefly outlined by Joyner & Com- 
pany, which still cures and smokes 
hams "in the colonial tradition." 

The V.W. Joyner smokehouse, 
which was huilt in 1889, is still in use 
today. Moore has condensed his 45 
years of experience and expertise in 
curing and smoking ham into a brief, 
informative presentation for patrons 
at the Isle of Wight Museum in 
Smithfield. 

The "ax'^n hams." as Moore calls 
them, are troak-d with a small amount 
of sodiufii nuraic around the "H-btM. 
and then covered with salt in a .salt 
tray. 

He noted, "The salt is rubbed into 
the ham to draw out the water and 
bk)od." According to Moore, this 
should he done in a cooler in which

the temperature is around 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

For five days, the green hams will 
be stacked flat on pallets. After five 
days, the hams will be resalted and 
"edged" — stacked with the large 
end out — for 45 days. At the end of 
the 45 day period, the exterior salt 
will be rinsed off. After the excess 
salt is washed off. the hams are "strung 
up" in the smokehouse. After a hard- 
wood fire is established in the 
smokehouse, oak or hickory sawdust 
is sprinkled on the fire to cause it to 
produce smoke. 

Although oak and hickory are the 
preferred woods for smoking hams, 
Moore contends that any hardwood 
will do. Pine, of course, must never 
he used under any circumstances, 
while fruit woiidssuchas apple, peach 
and pear can add a distinctive flavor 
to the ham. 

When the hams turn a rich, dark 
brown, the> are ready to be moved 
from the siiokehouse lo the aging 
building. The curemaster makes thai 
decision. Following about two weeks 
in the smokeht >use. Ihc hams are rolled 
in black pepper and transferred to the 
aging house to cure from 60 to 180 
days. 

"A ham must age for at least six 
months before it' s a Smithfield ham," 
Moore pointed out while a country 
ham requires only two months of 
aging to earn that "country ham" des- 
ignation. 

Age is the primary difference be- 
tween a country ham and the real 
thing — a Smithfield ham; another 
difference, contends Moore, is that 
country ham tastes less salty than Ihe 
Smithfield Ham. For those hams that 
are to become genuine Smithfield 
hams, the ten days of sailing, 45 days 
of edging, two weeks of smoking and 
Ihe 1 80 days of aging are just stages 
in Ihe preservation process. 

A Pagan ham (named for 
Smithfield's Pagan River), on the 
other hand, is not smoke cured at all; 
saltwater is injected into the Pagan 
Ham to affect a cure. 

"Of course," Carter Moore noted, 
"Ihc sailing-smoking prQfi6sa?is used 
lo preserve the meal. You've still got 
to ccxik it."

Moore has a few tips lo pass along 
for cooking a Smithfield ham as well. 
It takes about five hours to properly 
cook a Smithfield ham. Soaking the 
ham in water prior to cooking it re- 
duces the salty taste, and draining off 
the water when Ihe ham is half cooked 
will furlher reduce the saltiness. 
There's even a proper way of slicing 
the meal after its been cooked. 

The precise origin of the curing 



process that Moore outlines during 
his informal ham industry lecture at 
the Isle of Wight Museum in 
Smithfield seems to be a bit uncer- 
tain. Native Americans have been 
given credit for developing the salt- 
smoke curing process for over a hun- 
dred years; however, some historians 
are of the opinion that the English 
who settled colonial Virginia prob- 
ably brought their own methods of 



preserving meat firom England al- 
though they undoubtedly learned 
other methods from the Indians. 

During the hard ti mes at Jamestown 
in the early 1600s, at least one colo- 
nist was reported to have salted down 
his wife's body to preserve it for 
future consumption. Accounts from 
that period indicate that he was ex- 
ecuted for his trouble. Apparently, 
the meat inspectors were merciless in 
those days. Perhaps, the English 
brought the salt-preservation tech- 
nique with them and combined it 
with a smoking procedure that they 
learned from Native Americans. 

In "A History of the Smithfield 
Ham Industry," Everett and Barham 
point out that the "early popularity" 
of the Smithfield Ham stemmed from 
the fact that it had an indefinite shelf- 
life in the days before refrigeration 
existed. In eastern Virginia's humid 
climate, it met an important need. 
Today'scurrent popularity, however, 
rests upon its "world 
renowned.. .distinctive taste." 

At any rate, Moore — affection- 
ately dubbed the "curemaster" for his 
years of experience in the Smithfield 
ham industry — is still on the job. He 
claims to be retired, but he still ad- 
mils to working for V.W. Joyner and 
Company two or three days a week. 
His present job is to teach the new 
workers what he has learned. 

"If someone doesn't teach them, 
they just won't know," comments 
Moore. "Youcan'tdosomelhinglike 
this for all these years and just sit 
down. I still enjoy messing with 
curing hams." 

If Moore were ordering ham in a 
restaurant, what would he select? 
Ham hocks and cabbage? No way! 
Ham croquettes? Gel serious! Dev- 
iled ham? You're not even close! 
Moore likes lo keep it simple. 

"I'd order a country ham sandwich 
on rye — with mustard," he insists. 
"No cheese for me, it ruins the fla- 
vor." 

Being conscious of Carter Moore's 
modest manner and his remarkable 
expertise with regard to curing and 
smoking ham, I'm convinced that 
any recommendation thai he might 
make would be in good taste.

for beachfront traffic, 
but no plan offers total relief

City staff members have offered some 
hope for a traffic plan at the oceanfront 
that will be pedestrian- and driver- 
friendly, but say that no single techno- 
logical approach will satisfy all of the 
city's objectives. 

E. Dean Block, Public Works director, 
told council at a workshop Tuesday that 
the staff boiled 12 proposals down to 
four possible approaches, but not one of 
which will satisfy all of the city's objec- 
tives. 

The city has 14 objectives, but basical- 
ly what the city wants is to have a lot of 
visitors without clogging up the ocean- 
front streets driving some of these visi- 
tors away. 

'99 revenues 
up 4.8%, but 
local return 
only 2.8%

While the general property tax revenues 
remained strong in fiscal year 1999, 
some of the city's other tax sources were 
flat or even showed a decrease from fiscal 
98, 

Amusement taxes, for instance, showed 
no increase, while charges for services 
were $500,000 less. While the general 
sales tax, business license taxes, utility 
taxes, meal taxes and hotel taxes in- 
creased for the year, the increases were 
modest and all other taxes showed a $2.2 
million decline. 

Local revenues overall showed an in- 
crease of $14.6 million for the year, or 
2.8 percent more than in 1998. 

General governmental revenues from 
all sources, however, produced a percent- 
age increase of 4.8 percent (total revenues 
were $909.6 million) over 1998. 

Patricia A. Phillips, director of finance, 
in presenting the comprehensive annual 
financial report (CAFR) completed by 
the firm of KPMG Peat Marwick, said 
that general property taxes increased 3.6 
percent and other local taxes increased 5.1 
percent. Other revenues, she said, (fe- 
creased or were stable. 

The city spent less than budgeted — 
$565 million or 4.3 percent less than 
budgeted appropriations. Departmental 
and other city net expenditures were under 
budget by $13.7 million and the school's 
reversion, the unspent profits budget, 
was $11.4 million for a total of $25.1 
million. 

The schools' reversion money will be 
used for school capital projects, text- 
books and school technology. Included 
will be the previous school reversion of 
$1.1 million. 

As a result of the audit, Phillips said 
that the undesignated general fund balance 
is $56.2 million at June 30 or $3.4 mil- 



The area in question extends from 42nd

Whichever 
plan is chosen — - Block said the staff is 
open to comment and suggestions. 
Council expects no changes could be 
made until the 2001 resort season. 



The oceanfrom resort area concept plan 
calls for treating the oceanfront uses as a 
unit rather ihan individual uses. Instead 
of .scattered parking areas, the city would 
prefer that visitors use parking garages 
like the one the city built at Ninth 
Street. Another is anticipated for 3 1st 
Street and another at 1 9th Street. 

One alternative would have Pacific Av- 
enue one-way north for ihrce lanes w iih 
Arctic Avenue as one-way south (iwn 
lanes) from I7lh Street to 22nd Streci. 
The additional width on Pacific wiiuki be 
used as a staging' area for law enfoa:c- 
ment. Atlantic Avenue would operate as 
two lanes of traffic and one-way north- 
bound on the north side of 2 1 st Street up 
to 42nd Street and one way southbound 
on the south side of 2 1 si Street south to 



9th Street (Norfolk Avenue.) The trolley 
would operate as it does today, both 
northbound and southbound on Atlantic 
Avenue. North of 25th Street the trolleys 
would share the car lanes. 

The second alternative would have 
Pacific Avenue one way north for three 
lanes with a northbound dedicated trolley 
lane and Arctic Avenue as one way south 
for two lanes from 17th Street to 22nd 
Street. To the north and south of the core 
area, the trolley would run with vehicular 
traffic. Atlantic Avenue would operate as 
a two-way roadway with one lane in each 
direction, a center turn lane and a south- 
bound trolley lane. The north end of At- 
lantic Avenue (north of 25th Street)

Last year as Ernest Filart finished 
his psychobiology degree at UCLA, 
he had no idea that in a few short 
months he would be in Virginia Be^h 
operating chainsaws and driving mo- 
tors. 

Ernest is one of 13 Americorps Na- 
tional Civilian Community Corps 
(NCCC) volunteers working at First 
Landing Slate Park from Nov. 2 
through Dec. 17. The teami is restor- 
ing and widening trails, many of 
which have been damaged by heavy 
traffic as construction crews completed 
the Long Creek Bridge and have been 
overcome with debris from severe 
storms. 

Americorps NCCC is a residential 
service program for individuals aged 
18 through 24. It is reminiscent of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps of the 
1930s. The selected participants begin 
their 1 0-month tenure with Ameri- 
corps, by undergoing intensive train- 
ing in areas such as leadership, team 
building, citizenship, physical condi- 
tioning, and project-specific and .safely 
skills, alone of five campuses located 
in Charleston, S.C, San Diego, 
Calif., Denver, Colo., Perry Point, 
Md., and Washington, D.C. 

The teams of 10 to 15 are then dis- 
patched lo areas throughout the 50 
Slates to perform service projects at- 
tending lo unmet needs in the areas of 
education, civic concerns, public safe- 
ly, the environment, and responding to 
natural disasters.

Trade, yes — abuse, no

It's about time. Ever since Jwlame 
duck Congress in 1991 approved the 
U.S. entry into the World Trade Or- 
ganization 
(WTO) and 
signed on to 
the North 
American 
Free Trade 
Agreement 
(NAFTA) 
and the Gen- 
eral Agree- 
ment on Tar- 
iffs and 
Trade 
(GATT), I 
have been 
waiting for 
American 
values to re- 
turn to our 
trade policies. If it look the so-called 
"Battle of Seattle" to shine the light 
on child and prison labor, global pol- 
lution and the denial of workers the 
right to organize, then it was well 
worth it. 

Everyone is for trade — the more 
the better. And we all understand that 
it would be unfair to impose our own 
high labor and environmental stan- 
dards on poor, developing countries. 
There is even logic in allowing those 
developing countries to set a higher 
tariff rate on their primary domestic 
products than our own. After all, we 
needed to do just that when we were 
trying to establish our own economy 
after breaking away from the British 
Empire. 

The powerful engine of the U.S. 
economy can certainly sustain that 
type of imbalance in tariffs. But, for 
America to totally ignore the exploi- 
tation of children and workers 



throughout the world to gratify the 
greed of foreign oligarchies and in- 
ternational conglomerates is an out- 
rage. 

Business is a human endeavor — 
which means it is required to honor 
the same human rights as every other 
activity conducted in our society. 

Both NAFTA and GATT were 
amended to provide protection for 
intellectual property rights so that 
foreign businesses could not infringe 
on our trademarks and patents, but to 
date neither has been amended to 
require a core labor standard or even 
the most minimal of environmental 
protections. 

How can anyone argue that prop- 
erly rights are mow important inter- 
nationally than human beings and the 
planet? But, the unelected tureau- 
crats that control the secret sessions 
of the World Trade Organization have 
saidjust that. Abusive labor practices 
or industrial pollution of the worid's 
environment are just fringe issues as 
far as the WTO is concerned. 

One has to ask how they can sleep 
at night knowing the pillow they are 
sleeping on could well have been 
made by an 8-year-old who worked 
1 2 hours a day with almost no breaks 
for food or anything else, for which 
he or she was paid pennies an hour. 

And I would suggest our American 
"free traders" (who speel off the 
laissez-faire dogma of Adam Smith 
like they are quoting the Bible) take a 
look at a map of our hemisphere. 
Mexico borders our entire southwest 
boundary, and the other countries of 
Central and South America utilize 



the same waterways and atmosphere 
that flows through our region . Is there 
some magic formula these free trad- 
ers have for sealing our environment 
off from the poisons and pollution 
created by the unregulated industries 
of these close neighbors? 

Then there is the issue of our ever- 
increasing trade deficit with Mexico 
and China, and the flight of our manu- 
facturing base to foreign lands. Dur- 
ing the next major economic down- 
turn or national security crisis, do 
lhe.se free traders really expect out 
service economy to be in a position to 
pull us through? Loss of economic 
self-sufficiency in the manufactur- 
ing section is about a lot more than 
loss of good wage-earning jobs. It's 
about American security as well. 

It is perfectly reasonable to de- 
mand that those who expect to import 
goods into our billion dollar market 
not produce those goods with child or 
forced labor. It is equally reasonable 
for our nation to stand tough on the 
right of workers everywhere to orga- 
nize in order to protect themselves 
from a dangerous workplace and in- 
adequate compensation. 

There is no excuse for the United 
States to trade with any country, large 
r small, that refuses to sign onto a 
core labor standard, which simply 
equates with human rights. Any na- 
tion who abuses its common citi- 
zenry by refusing them such basic 
rights ought not to be our trading 
partner in the first place. 

But what about the populous Chi- 
nese market? Well, what about it? 
America needs its fundamental val- 
ues a lot more than it needs Chinese 
dollars. We can always replace dol- 
lars, but the same can not be said for 
our soul.

Ella lived in Harlem with 
her aunt, where she met a well-known 
bandleader named Chuck Webb. He 
took Ella under his wing — and it was 
the start of one of the greatest careers 
in music in recent history.

Life was not easy for Ella. She was 
black andJi ving in a segregated coun- 
try. While she was considered the top 
vocalist in the country, she couldn't 
even buy a hamburger at a White 
Tower stand. She laughed about those ; j 
times and said that she was glad to^ 
have paid her dues because it made 
her understand life better. 

That was a strange thing for her to 
say, but that was Ella and that is why 
she was so loved by both black and 
white. 

Her most famous song was "A- 
Tisket A-Tasket." This young girl 
went on to sing with the top bands of 
that day — Duke Ellington, Count 
Basic, Harry James, Tommy Dorsey, 
Jimmy Dorsey and many, many more. 

She sang with Frank Sinatra, Bing 
Crosby, Perry Como, Mel Torme and 
was on one special after another. Of 
course, there were tours all over the 
world. 

I liked the big bands of the '40s and 
'50s. To hear Ella sing "Once in a 
While," "Misty" and any of the Cole 
Porter, George Gershwin songs was 
delightful. I especially liked to hear 
her sing "Stairway to the Stars," but 
haven't been able to find a CD with 
that song on it. 

Ella made millions, but she gave 
much of it to her family and for 
children'scauses. She seemed to have 
a genuine love for all people. She left 
a legacy of love and beautiful music. 
Ella said that she hoped that her songs 
would bring back memories. Yes, 
they do, Ella. Yes, they do. 

This is my long past tribute to the 
First Lady of Song, Ella Fitzgerald.

As you push your blue 95-gallon 
recycling cart to the curb this month, 
please join us in celebrating the sec- 
ond anniversary of Virginia Beach's 
automated, curbside recycling pro- 
gram! Thanks to an incredible 76 
percent par- 
ticipation 
rate by you, 
our citizens, 
the city is 
able to divert 
approxi- 
mately 
40.000 tons 
(20 percent) 
of material a , 
year from the 
residential 
waste stream. 
O u r 
curbside re- 
cycling pro- 
gram, custom 
designed by a 
team of Vir-

employees 
and introduced 
in 1997, is made possible through a 
public-private partnership with Tide- 
water Fibre Corp (TFC). To accom- 
modate Virginia Beach's desire for a 
commingled, automated program. 
Tidewater Fibre invested $8 million 
to construct a materials handling fa- 
cility that could accommodate the 
new program. 

A major step forward in technol- 
ogy and a major advantage for our 
residents allows the recycling mate- 
rials to be "commingled" — placed 
inside the container with no separa- 
tion required. You can mix newspa- 
pers, magazines, unwanted mail and 
cardboard boxes right in with clear, 
green and brown glass bottles, all 
plastic bottles and aluminum and tin 
cans. It's so easy to recycle that Vir- 
ginia Beach residents are recycling at 
a rate double and triple that of our 
Hampton Roads neighbors. 

As the largest city in Virginia with 
a population of 439,889, Virginia 
Beach earned its reputation as an 
environmentally conscious commu- 
nity long before recycling became in 
vogue. We were the first city in the 
Mid-Atlantic region to provide resi- 
dents with a fully automated waste 
collection service in 1986. To help 
residents property and conveniently 
dispose of yard waste, Virginia Beach 
introduced an innovative yard debris 
U-ailer program in 1986. Each year, 
thbusands of volunteers clean 150 
miles of Chesapeake Bay shoreline 
and collect several hundred tons of 
debris as part of Clean the Bay Day, 
just one of many environmental clean- 
ups sponsored by the Virginia Beach 
Clean Community Commission. 

In 1988, in an effort to reduce the 
amount of waste going to the landfill, 
Virginia Beach began collecting 
newspapers at drop-off centers at 
public schools and participating in a 
regional curbside recycling service 
with the Southeastern Public Service 
Authority (SPSA). While participa- 
tion in the regional curbside service 



was steady, residents expressed con- 
cerns that the program didn't meet 
their needs. The service used an 1 8- 
gallon bin and materials had to be 
sorted manually at the curb, which is 
time and labor intensive. 

In 1996, in order to improve qual- 
ity and service and avoid proposed 
fee increases, Virginia Beach City 
Council decided to discontinue ihe, 
regional service in search of a better 
way to recycle. Two city teams were 
formed to develop plans for a pro- 
gram that would be more user-friendly 
for residents. While discontinuing the 
regional service was not a popular 
decision at the time, residents uti- 
lized the 50 recycling drop-off cen- 
ters created to acconmiodate the ma- 
terials collected during this period. 
You waited and watched to see what 
the city would come up with to re- 
place the previous service. But most 
importantly, you kept recycling. 

When all of the planning and de- 
velopment tasks were in place, the 
city, in partnership with TFC, began 
providing curbside recycling to resi- 
dents every other week on their nor- 
mal waste coII< ,'iion day.

The cost ol t.ie Virginia Beach 
curbside rcx-ycling service and col- 
lection at approximately 20 drop-off 
sites amounts to approximately $4 
million annually. In order to keep the 
costs to a minimum, it was estimated 
that more than 40,000 tons of the 
waste stream would be diverted to 
the recycling system. This has re- 
sulted in a savings to Virginia Beach 
of $2 million annually in avoided 
disposal costs. 

In addition, the city's Waste Man- 
agement Division determined it could 
implement $800,000 worth of opera- 
tional reductions. This has reduced 
the net cost of our recycling program 
to just $1 per household per month. 

As we mark November as the sec- 
ond anniversary of our fully-auto- 
mated, commingled, curbside recy- 
cling program and celebrate its suc- 
cess, we thank you for your commit- 
ment to the recycling effort. We real- 
ize that the real accolades go to you, 
ourcitizens.fordiligently filling your 
recycling carts and making a well- 
worn path out to the curb.

Beach gets 'A' for 
parent satisfaction 



Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools ranked fourth nationally in 
reports of parent satisfaction with 
their children's elementary schools 
in a recent study conducted by the 
Educational Testing Service (ETS). 

The ETS study was based on a 
survey of 50,000 households in 55 
of America's largest cities and sur- 
rounding suburbs conducted by the 
Census Bureau and sponsored by 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. The ETS ana- 
lyzed this survey — The American 
Housing Survey — to reach these 
findings regarding parental percep- 
tion of elementary schools. 

According to ETS, ranking 
fourth in the study indicates that 
91.7 percent of Virginia Beach 
City Public Schools families are 
happy with their children's elemen- 
tary schools. Only Santa Ana 
(95.5) and Riverside (93.5), Cali- 
fornia and Tampa (91.9), Florida, 
elementary schools ranked higher 



than those in Virginia Beach. The 
five cities with the lowest levels of 
public school satisfaction were 
Cleveland (65.8 percent), Oakland 
(68.4 percent); Cincinnati (73.8 
percent); Philadelphia (74.3 per- 
cent); and Chicago (76.4 percent). 

ETS vice president for public 
leadership Anthony Camevale 
points out that the "findings are 
both encouraging and 
discouraging." Between 66 percent 
and 96 percent of families with 
children in most surveyed cities 
were satisfied with their schools, 
and only a small minority of fami- 
lies with children would move their 
families elsewhere because of their 
dissatisfaction. 

However, the fact remains that 
upwards of 1 6 percent of the house- 
holds in more than half the cities 
were dissatisfied. Carnevale re- 
marks, "It puts the debate over 
choice, private schools and vouch- 
ers in another perspective." 



Back Bay gets $1 3 million 
Christmas gift for 2000 



Ctiristmas came early to the 
folks supporting the Back Bay Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge expansion. 
President Bill Clinton signed the 
FY'OO budget earlier this week. 
This budget includes $1 million for 
further land acquisition from will- 
ing sellers in the Back Bay ex[»n- 
sion boundary. 

This project has now received a 
total of $13.5 million in Congres- 
sional funding since 1990. This 
has allowed the Back Bay Refuge 



to be doubled in size since its es- 
tablishment in 1938. This ex(»n- 
sion to the north and west of Back 
Bay serves to provide a buffer be- 
tween this critical habitat and the 
rapid growth in this southeastern 
portion of Virginia Beach. 

Back Bay was one of 30 projects 
nation wide and the only one in 
Virginia that received money 
through the Land and Water Con- 
servation Fund. 



Up close and personal 
Jon CasH: Autkor, rmteorotogist

Jon Cash believes everyone is bom with a 
purpose in life. He has two: To accurately 
forecast the weather — making others' lives 
easier — and helping people better 
understand the Second Coming. 

"I became a Christian about 1 1 years 
ago," said Cash, meteorologist for WAVY- 
TV's popular morning newscast. 'The book 
of the Bible that fascinated me the most 
was Revelations. The cataclysmic events, 
the weather, the meteors — I was like, 
'Whoa, this is prophesy.' It's forecast and 
I'm a forecaster, though I'm a weather 
forecaster." 

As a Christian, Cash believes that it's 
important to believe the Bible, not write it 
off as myth. 

'The more and more I read it, the more I 
realized that so many people didn't 
understand it. It is hard to understand, very 
symbolic. But it's also literal. The key is 
knowing when to interpret it literally and 
when to interpret it symbolically." 

Seven years ago Cash received his 
calling. 

"God was calling me to write a book to 
explain those things, but not a documentary. 
It had to be something people could get 
excited over — something where they could 
read the story and go 'Wow!' Something 
that would make them understand." 

According to Cash, no one had attempted 
a book such as his at that point. He took 
three years to research Revelations, spent 2 
1/2 years writing and the remainder of the 
time editing, rewriting and searching for a 
publisher. 

The result is 'The Age of the Antichrist," 
now in local stores. 

Spiritual warfare underlies the tale of a 
television news anchor more enamored by 
fame and fortune than God. He becomes 
entangled in the Antichrist's web of trickery 
and deceit as the Battle of Armageddon 
approaches. 

"Being a Christian, you know there are 
angels, but you have to believe there are 
demons, too," said Cash. "Eighty or 90 
percent of Americans believe there are 
angels, but less than half think there are 
demons. That's why I ask are there good 
people? The answer is 'yes.' Are there bad 
people? The answer is 'oh yes!' Well, it's 
the same with demons." 

Telling the classic tale of good and evil. 
Cash says he wasn't daunted in his mission 
to fulfill this calling. 

"When God wants us to do something, so 
many people just say, 'No, it's too hard. I 
can't do it.' But I know this is something He 
had me do. And it's important that He's 
behind me on this book. Without His help it 
would be a fiOp." 

Fortunately, "The Age of the Antichrist" 
is far from a fiop. The book has already had 
several printings and is growing in demand. 
By mid-December there will be 10,000 in 
print. 

All the major book vendors in the area 
carry Cash's work, and now he's is trying to 
go national. Cash believes it can happen, 
even without the support of a big-name 
publisher. In the meantime, he's on a busy 
schedule of book signings and promotions 
between his job and family life. 

Cash resides in Great Bridge with his 
wife. Tina, daughter Christina and aptly- 
named pooch. Stormy. 

A "weather nut" since an early age, he 
said, "I just love weather. I love hurricanes, 
storms, tornadoes. I don't like to see the 
damage from them, but I get excited. It 
pumps me up. I think a lot of people are 
born with a desire for their future 
occupation. I know this is what I was called 
to do from the beginning.' 

Cash has been employed al WAVY for 10 
years. He is a Bible teacher at Atlantic 
Shores Baptist Church in Virginia Bs^ch 
and is a first lieutenant for Chesapeake 
Search and Rescue. He earned his 




bachelor's degree in meteorology from State 
University of New York.

■ Sewing preemie shirts and 
knitted caps for local hospital nurs- 
eries. Each hospital received 60 to 
70 items. 

■ Angel gowns are made in three 
sizes for babies who pass away. 

■ Making surgery teddies for 
Children's Hospital of the Kings 
Daughter for children to take into 
surgery with them. These tiny ted- 
dies are even popular with teens. 

■ Sewing clothes for orphans of 
the Ukraine. More than 300,000 
children in the Ukraine are or- 
phaned because of abandonment or 
birth defects. The ladies recently 
sent 186 items, included much 
needed diapers to the children. 

■ Recently sewed lap quilts for 
elderly Franklin flood victims. 

The American Sewing Guild, 
Inc. is a non-profit, educational or- 
ganization open to anyone, rc^rd- 
less of skill level. Nationally, there 
are over 100 chapters and 20,000 
members. The local chapter has 
about 200 members with several 
neighborhood groups varying in 
size. Meetings are held once a 
month and many benefits are avail- 
able.

Thoroughgood House welcomes a 
'cool yule' with burning of log

A handful of Virginia Beach resi- 
dents joined folks at the Adam 
Thoroughgood House on Sunday as 
they officially ushered in the 
Christmas holidays with the light- 
ing of the yule log. 

Cut from a tree downed during 
the recent hurricane, the yule log 
was cairied in a festive procession 
to a designated spot in yard lit only 
by candlelight. Mayor Meywa 
Obemdorf used a candle to ignite 
the flame. 

Participants then toasted the holi- 
day with cups of hot apple cider 
and tossed sprigs of holly onto the 
fire as they made a special wish. 

According to Vicki Harvey, mu- 
seum education director, the cele- 
bration is typical of 17th-century 
homes in America and a tradition 
adopted from the British. 

"Christmas lasted 12 days then," 
she said. "It officially began on 
Christmas Eve with the lighting of 
yule log and ended on the sixth of 
January." 

The celebration began with mem- 
bers of a family going out to find 
the biggest tree they could find and 
cutting a large section from it. The 
log was then decorated with ever- 
green and brought into the house. 
The log would be kept burning the 
entire 12 days. 

"It was usually the job of the 
youngest child to keep the fire 
burning," Harvey said. 

After the yule log was lit, the 
flame was used to light the candles 
one-by-one in the windows and 
around the home. 

Christmas was a time of great re- 
joicing, Harvey said. After the 
lighting of the Yule log, the fami- 
lies attended church on Christmas 
Day. Friends and neighbors often 
dropped by during the season for a 
visit and enjoyed a cup Wassail, a 
sweet, fruity hot wine drink, or a 
cup of spiced cider. 

The home was decorated with 
fresh evergreen, holly, mistletoe, 
berries and pine cones. Fresh fruit 
and nuts were also used for edible 
decorations. 

The celebration ended on Twelfth 
Night with a huge bonfire where 
all the greens were burned. Folks 
danced and toasted the new year. A 
charred piece of the log was kept to 
start the fire the next year, so the 
cycle would continue.

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Opposition surfaces 
against hate crime 
law; SPSA discussed

In its legislative package Tuesday 
City Council endorsed a request to 
include sexual orientation in the 
state's hate-crime law after a Vir- 
ginia Beach citizen asked that the 
amendment be deleted. 

A group from Virginians for Jus- 
tice, a gay and lesbian lobbying or- 
ganization, applauded council's 
vote, which was unanimous. 

Also included in the package was 
a request, introduced earlier at a 
council work session, to continue 
the Southeastern Virginia Public 
Service Authority (SPSA) beyond 
its 50-year authority, which ends in 
2023. 

Nancy Timmons said that coun- 
cil should not endorse hate crime 
legislation because it includes cer- 
tain classes of citizens to the exclu- 
sion of others. She said that the 
designation of a hate crime was an 
attempt to measure something not 
specific and very subjective and 
would lead to thought control and 
speech control. This type of law 
puts the First Amendment in dan- 
ger, she said. 

In answer to a question from 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf, Tim- 
mons said that she was opposed to 
such legislation across the line, 
whether it affected sexual orienta- 
tion, race or any other specific 
group. 

The package will be presented to 
the 2000 General Assembly for 
consideration. 

At a council workshop Tuesday 
when Michael Barrett, council's 
representative on the SPSA board 
of directors, recommended support 
of SPSA's extension, council 
members agreed to consider a reso- 
lution to that effect and to include 
the request in its legislative pack- 
age. 

Barrett told council that continu- 
ing the regional organization would 
provide flexibility for SPSA to be 
able to make long-term loans, say 
for 20 years, rather than five year 
loans, in case SPSA needs to make 
improvements. Otherwise, Barrett 
said, thefe is a danger that the tip- 
ping fees would go up. 

SPSA's ash and residue contract 
with Virginia Beach expires on 
Dec. 31, 2015 and SPSA's con- 
tracts with the member communi- 
ties expires on Jan. 24, 2018.

Under state law SPSA's life ends 
on Jan. 24, 2023 if not extended as 
provided by law. 

Barrett said, "That may seem like 
a long way off, but as we dis- 
cussed, when an organization has a 
fixed time frame, that can affect the 
way that organization operates even 
now. Also, most of the member 
jurisdictions indicated they want to 
preserve at least the opportunity to 
continue with the partnership creat- 
ed through SPSA." 

Barrett said that the board has es- 
tablished a committee to consider 
the issue and that he is a member 
of that committee. He said that rec- 
ommendations will be made to the 
board as early as July or August. 

Barrett noted that Virginia 
Beach's participation in SPSA is 
different from that of other member 
jurisdictions and is governed by a 
special set of rules and that the city 
has an alternative to participation 
in SPSA. However, the city would 
not be opposed to the continuation 
of the SPSA alternative and there- 
fore it is in the city's interest to 
work within SPSA to ensure that 
it can provide the best and most 
economical service available. 

Barrett said the Virginia Beach is 
not obligated for the debt of SPSA 
other than its contractual relation- 
ship. 

He said SPSA will not include 
improvements beyond 2010 unless 
the c^ajTiunities want it.

Tie vote defeats car 
sales, service request

SINAI, Egypt — When most 
people think of Christmas, 
thoughts of decorated trees and 
mistletoe, turkey dinners and shiny 
packaged gifts may come to mind. 
When the son of local area resi- 
dents thinks of Christmas, he pic- 
tures himself serving guard duty in 
a tower 3,000 feet above the Red 
Sea. 

James Howard, an Army private 
first class and son of John Howard, 
Virginia Beach, and Nancy Howard, 
Norfolk, is serving in the Sinai as 
part of a larger peacekeeping force 
made up of military personnel from 
11 different nations. The MuUina- 
tional Force and Observers was cre- 
ated in 1982 to ensure the continu- 
ation of peace between Israel and 
Egypt, a peace reached after more 



than 50 years of war. Working to- 
gether, the soldiers' mission is to 
observe and report any treaty viola- 
tions. 

The multinational force is divided 
into two main camps, a detachment 
of coastal patrol vessels, an engi- 
neering unit and 30 observation 
posts scattered throughout the vast 
.sand dunes, mountain peaks and 
Red Sea shores of the Sinai, a d2- 
sert peninsula straddling the Asian 
and African continents, 

Howard is helping to ensure the 
peace in this once-hosiile land as 
an outpost guard. "1 observe and re- 
port Egyptian and Israeli move- 
ments in and around Ihe Sinai 
peninsula," he said. 

Thousands of miles away from 
home, frequenlly isolulcd from any

outside contact, the soldiers face a 
myriad of challenges. 'The routine 
gets to me sometimes," said 
Howard, a 1994 Salem High 
School graduate. "We're in the 
middle of nowhere, and our close 
proximity to each other can be try- 
ing. Here, a unit either gets tight 
or blows up. Luckily, our leaders 
keep up busy with training." 

A land of ancient history, all 
three of the West's religious tradi- 
tions — Judaism, Christianity and 
Islam — know Sinai as a holy 
land. According to the Old Testa- 
ment, Moses and the Israelites 
wandered for 40 years through the 
desert here. 

"Being here has been a great ex- 
perience, particularly when I have a 
chance to interact with other peo- 
ple." Howard said. "My unit and I 
recently played a water polo game 
with .some men from the Fijiian 
contingent. Despite the language 
barrier, we all had a great time and 
everyone walked away smiling md 
laughing." 

In a land characterized by vicious 
sand storms and scalding tempera- 
tures, the soldiers are constantly at 
odds with their surroundings. Es- 
sential supplies like food and water 
are delivered over treacherous, 
winding roads and abandoned anti- 
tank minefields lie in wait just 
under the surface of the shifting 
sand. 

Despite these hazards, the mis- 
sion for the more than 800 Ameri- 
can soldiers continues — even (tir- 
ing the holidays. Christmas will be 
just another day of work for 
Howard and the other MFO sol- 
diers, with the exception of a spe- 
cial dinner, and perhaps, a small 
tree. 

"I would particularly like to he 
stateside for the new millennium. 
But, I'm used to being away from 
home for extended periods so I'll 
make it through the holidays," 
Howard said. 

For most people. Christmas 
morning will be a time of joyful 
anticipation. For these Americans, 
far from home, family and friends, 
Christmas morning will be just an- 
other duly day. 



Council buys 
property for 
Pavilion

City Council has agreed to pur- 
chase 3.612 acres of property im- 
mediate adjacent to the Pavilion for 
$1,885 million from Gibson 
Equipment Company owned by 
Jack Gibson. 

The city believes the property is 
critical to the present and future vi- 
ability of the convention center. 

The Cracker Barrell restaurant 
chain had offered to purchase the 
site but City Manager James K. 
Spore reported that the prt^rty 
should be controlled by the city. 

Financing will come from the 
tourism growth investment special 
■evenue fund. 

The property, located between the 
Pavilion and Parks Avenue, is con- 
sidered by the staff as essential to 
the expansion of the Pavilion. 

Currently 83 percentof the occu- 
pancy at the Pavilion is for events 
and programs for the local and re- 
gional population. 
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would remain as it is today, one 
lane each direction with a south- 
bound trolley lane. 

Alternative three consists of two 
vehicular lanes of traffic an At- 
lantic Avenue flowing one-way 
northbound on the north side of 
21st Street up to 42nd Street and 
one way southbound on the south 
side of 21st Street south to 9th 
Street (Norfolk Avenue). The traf- 
fic now on Pacific remains two 
way. The trolley operates as it does 
today, both northbound and south- 
bound on Atlantic Avenue. This al- 
ternative also incorporates some in- 
tersection improvements to Pacific 
Avenue to account for the change 
in traffic patterns resulting from 
the "fountainhead" traffic flow on 
Atlantic Avenue. 

The fourth alternative converts 
Atlantic Avenue to one-way north 
from 9th Street to 42nd Street and 
Pacific Avenue to one-way south 
from 31st to 9th Street. Two or 
three vehicular lanes in each direc- 
tion are proposed. A study to deter- 
mine the required capacity is cur- 
rently underway. If two lanes are 
used, additional sidewalk/green- 
space area would be used to provide 
more area for pedestrians. 

The trolley runs along both 
streets in a designated lane opposite 
vehicular traffic (southbound on 
Atlantic Avenue and northbound on 
Pacific Avenue). Both Atlantic and 
Pacific Avenues will be two-way 
south of 9th Street (Norfolk Av- 
enue). Pacific Avenue will remain 
two-way north of 31st Street 
(Laskin Road). 

In one plan where the trolleys 
would operate in opposite direc- 
tions from the traffic, there might 
be some confusion, councilwoman 
Barbara Henley said. 

Under a rating system which, 
said Block, did not weigh the ob- 
jectives, the first alternative came 
out on top. 

Councilman Linwood Branch ID 
said he did not believe changes 
could be implemented for next sea- 
son. He said that one way streets 
were tried about 10 years ago with 
no success. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she had received complaints 
that the trolley lanes interfere with 
people accessing Ocean Condo- 
miniums. "We need to learn from 
people so we don't make 
mistakes," she said.

Park ranger Ed Sellers, who su- 
pervises the team, administered a 
baptism by fire at the project's out- 
set, training each team member to 
use chainsaws and tractors, and to 
maneuver vehicles through the 
rough, often narrow trails.

Fort Story 
golf course 
closer to deal

The mood was positive at the City 
Council work session this week when as- 
sistant to the city manager Robert 
Matthias outlined a plan which would 
bring another golf course to the ciiy. 

The course would be on Army property 
at Fort Story under a three-way pifftner- 
ship — the federal government. Ihe city 
government and a private developer. 

After years of talking about a golf 
course at Fort Story the Army and the 
city are close to ironing out the particu- 
lars. The staff, working with the market- 
place, tried an RFP process, but the plan 
did not have the benefits that the Army 
and Congressman Owen Pickett were 
looking for. 

In a letter to Brigadier General William 
E. Mortensen of Fort Story, command- 
ing general. City Manager James K. 
Spore outlined a new plan to develop a 
"world-class, environmentally friendly 
and challenging links type golf course on 
approximately 200 acres on the south- 
eastern side of Fort Story." 

Council seems agreeable, too, even 
after hearing about the $50,000 it will 
cost for an environment assessment 
which is a first step. 

Matthias said that staff has been work- 
ing with the Army for the past couple of 
years. The 200 acres where the course 
would be located, starts at the east gate at 
the Atlantic Ocean. The course would ex- 
tend over the dunes and over 60 feet of a 
high gun emplacement. 

The city's plan is to lease the site from 
the Army and to lease it to a private de- 
veloper. The city at its cost, had two ap- 
praisals prepared for the lease of the prop- 
erty and received two reports, one for 
$22,400 a year and another for $120,000 
a year. The city is proposing that Ihe 
payments be $7 1 ,200 a year.

Cindy Weatheriy doesn't even wince as 
she deftly twists the sharp; pointed holly 
and prickly pine and cedar into a wreath. 
By now she's u.sed to being pricked. 

"Oh, yes, it hurts," she said, holding 
up her scratched, stained hands. "My 
hands are so dry, and they stay stained 
like this all of the time." 

Weatheriy, who makes the wreaths for 
customers at John Cromwell's produce 
stand on General Booth Boulevard, is 
busy all day right now. 

But that's OK, she said, because she 
loves her job. In fact, it began as a 
hobby. 

"1 learned to make wreaths by playing 
with them," she said. "I'd go into the 
woods, cut the stuff, and make wreaths. 
But you can't use 10 wreaths at home, so 
now I make them up here." 

The Virgnia Beach hinteriands have al- 
ways been blessed with pine, cedar and 
holly, but this year the evergreens seem 
particularly lovely. The heavy rain earlier 
this falf, Weatheriy said, is probably 
what produced this year's vivid green 
foliage. 

She's not the only one who's busy this 
year. It's Christmas in Princess Anne, 
and suburban day trippers are coming out 
to the country in search of freshly cut 
Christmas ttees and homemade wreaths. 

Down at Henley's Farm near Back Bay, 
Winky Henly, son Bruce, and several 
helpers are spending their days cutting, 
dragging, and loading Christmas trees for

The journey on the elevator toward a 
downtown business center for the Pem- 
broke area is getting closer to the top. 

Last Friday, a public information ses- 
sion concerning the proposed Town Cen- 
ter project was held by officials from the 
city's Department of Economic Develop- 
ment. City Attorney Leslie L. Lilley, 
Department of Finance Director Patricia 
A. Phillips, Planning Director Robert J. 
Scott, and representatives from 
Armada/Hoffier Holding Co. presental 
background information and sketches 
concerning the proposal. 

The project would entail spending ap- 
proximately $52 million in public fuirfs 
to build two high-rise office buildings 
with stores and restaurants on the ground 
fioor, two hotels, parking garages, a 400- 
v.iit upscale apartment complex, and a 
stadium-.seating cost of the effort is esti- 
mated at $169 million.

If It's a child you 
are talking about, there are another set of 
problems to address as well — from whether 
the gift will hold the child's attention to, more 
importantly, whether It's safe. Many presents 
given with the best of intentions have ended 
up causing needless injury. 

During the holiday season, stores are 
flooded with new and exciting toys, from this 
year's fast-selling Sing and Snore Ernie and 
Talking Bubba to old standbys like Legos and 
Lincoln Logs. For parents, grandparents and 
friends, make the task easier by following 
some common sense shopping tips: 

Basic Gonslderations 

Early childhood educators agree that toys 
play significant roles in helping children from 
infancy through school age develop important 
educational concepts and life skills. Good toys 
should entertain and occupy their attention. 
In fact, one of the main values of a good toy IS 
to extend a child's attention span. 

Several shopping points should be 
considered: 

■ Is the toy safe — well-constructed, no 
rough edges, unbreakable and free of parts 
that can be swallowed? 

■ Will the toy appeal to the child's likes? 
This is an Important consideration because 
not all children of the same age have similar 
interests. 

■ Will the child be capable of enjoying the 
toy? Some toys are Just too complicated or 
too simple for a specific age group, 

■ Will the toy hold the child's attention over 
a period of time? Most toys are designed Just 
to satisfy a child's initial interests. 

Age appropriate suggestions 

Still confused when pondering the 
possibilities? A trip down the toy aisle of any 
store can prove a daunting experience for 
even the most avid adult shoppers. If this Is 
the case, consider a few of the long-cherished 

■ Infants — stuflFed toys, rattles and mobiles. 

■ toddlers (12 to 36 months) — dolls, 
blocks, lightweight balls and push-and-pull 
toys. 

■ Preschool children (3 to 5 years old) — 
"make believe" fantasy games, storybooks and 
art suppliM. 

■ School-age children (6 to 12 years old) — 
bicycles, board games, musical instruments, 
scientific and mechanical toys, and sports- 
related equipment. 

Remember, above all, that safety counts.

Paitialbirth abortion laws are badpublic policy

First, let's un-muddy the water. 
Congress and our General Assembly 
(male-dominated all) pass laws ban- 
ning what 
they call 
"partial 
birth" abor- 
tion. But, 
oops — they 
forgot to 
specify at 
what point in 
gestation 
such a ban 
applies. 

If they 
meant form 
the 24th 
week on- 
ward, some- 
one should 
have told 
them that the Supreme Court in Roe 
vs. Wade banned any abortion of a 
viable fetus (i.e. able to sustain life 
independently) except to save the life 
of the mother. 

So, the first confusion to clear up is 
that late term abortion by any proce- 
dure is already illegal. 

On the other hand, if the intent was 
to ban a medical procedure used to 
abort fetuses of 22 weeks or less, 
their laws directly violate the consti- 
tutional right of privacy of a woman 
over her own body. Before fetal vi- 
ability, the law is that the state has no 
interest and, therefore, no right to 
interfere. 

Even in the state stages of gesta- 
tion, a fetus technically has no consti- 
tutional rights since citizenship con- 
fers at birth. But the Supreme Court 
rightly decided to confer the consti- 
tutional right to life at the point in 
biological development when, if bom, 
the fetus could survive as an indepen- 
dent being. 

That point is 24 weeks in 99.9 
percent of pregnancies. Prior to then 
the fetus' vital organs, especially the 
lungs and the brain, are too undevel- 
oped to sustain life. While medical 



science has produced a few miracles 
among the rare 23-weck fetuses that 
even survive, most survivors arc se- 
verely brain-damaged and physically- 
handicapped. 

So, if the goal was to ban abortion 
in the 23rd week when .01 percent of 
fetuses might survive (although seri- 
ously damaged), why didn't those 
whose duty it is to pass wise and just 
laws say so. Why, indeed! 

Because the real agenda driving 
the ban on deletion and extraction 
(which our legislators call "partial 
birth" because medical terminology 
is too complex for them to under- 
stand) is to establish a legal right for 
the state to intervene in the abortion 
decision prior to fetal viability. 

It can not justify 
stripping its female 
citizens of their 
right to privacy. 

Until the state enacts a law that can 
pass constitutional musterto ban abor- 
tion prior to viability, it can not jus- 
tify stripping its female citizens of 
their right to privacy in their person, 
place or things. 

Ironically, the same conservatives 
who claim to be strict constitutional- 
ists are leading this charge to deny 
women their constitutionally-guar- 
anteed rights: Surely a woman's 
physical being ought to be as pro- 
tected from govemmenl intrusion as 
is her home and speech. 

But, "no," the ban's proponents 
loudly proclaim — it is pure compas- 
sion for the fetus that motivates them. 
There is no hidden agenda at work 
here at all. 

Really — so why do pro-life advo- 
cates petition our legislatures rather 
than the AM A, the only body with the 
expertise and legitimate authority to 
ban any medical procedure? 

Nobody's arguing that a medical 



procedure capable of causing pain to 
an unviable fetus ought not to be 
banned. But that'sadecision for those 
licensed to practice medicine, not a 
bunch of unqualified politicians. 

It makes as much sense for legisla- 
tors to practice medicine as it does for 
bean counters to dictate medical de- 
cisions to physicians in HMOs. But, 
then, nobody ever accu.sed politicians 
of an excess of common sense. 

What gets lost in every discussion 
of this very divisive issue is that the 
public policy issue is not whether or 
not a woman should have an abor- 
tion, but who has the legal right to 
make that decision, the woman her- 
self or the government. 

For those who believe that the soul 
incarnates at conception, it follows 
that any abortion would be immoral, 
and there certainly could be no ex- 
ception for rape or incest since the 
immortal soul could not be of less 
value because of the father was unde- 
sirable. 

But, that is a religious belief, not a 
legal argument. And no one is forc- 
ing those who believe abortion is 
immoral from the first moment that 
fetal cells divide to violate their reli- 
gious beliefs and have one. 

There are many who reject the no- 
tion that the fetus is a spiritual being 
until it is bom as a separate indi- 
vidual, and they have as much right to 
their religious beliefs as do those 
who link the soul completely and 
intrinsically with the biologically 
developing physical vessel inside the 
womb. 

Sadly, the real reason the pro-life 
movement has sought the ban from 
our law makers instead of doctors is 
to establish a state interest in abortion 
prior lo personhood, which the Court 
has set at viability. 

Should it succeed, a woman's right 
to choose will no longer to be left to 
the dictates of her conscience, but 
will instead be dictated by the reli- 
gious beliefs of legislators through- 
out our land.

Sometimes the temperature would 
reach 1 10 degrees — so a white 
Christmas was out of the question. It 
is hard to celebrate knowing that a 
Japanese banzai attack could come at 
any moment.

We didn't 
put up a tree. We didn't have decora- 
tions to put on one anyway. The mess 
cooks did the best that they could do 
under the circumstances, but we were 
more than happy to be alive than 
worrying what we were going to eat 
on Christmas. 

The realization that so many of our 
buddies would never see another 
Christmas made the holidayon Peleliu 
a sad day for us. We wondered if our 
folks back home would have a white 
Christmas and perhaps a turkey with 
dressing. We so longed to be back 
home, but at the same time realized 
that it was up to us to defeat Japan so 
that we could all go home. 

I had guard duty Christmas Eve 
night and we had been alerted that the 
Japs might pull a banzai attack and 
when that happened a lot of people 
died. I prayed that I would not be one 
of them. Thank God it did not hap- 
pen. 

It did happen two days later and a 
lot of Japs died for their emperor that 
day. The Mamies were already angry 
because they missed Christmas, so 
they took it out on the Japs. I was 
amazed at the ingenuity of some of 
my fellow Marines. We used a 
bombed-out Japanese building for our 
main headquarters. It had a loud- 
speaker that could be heard all over 
the island. 

Someone had "borrowed" a record 
player and along with it a stack of 
records. Most of the records were 
Glenn Miller, Tommy Dorsey and 
other big name bands. Lo and behold 
there were two records by Bing 
Crosby, "I'm Dreaming of a White 
Christmas" and "I'll Be Home For 
Christmas."

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After a weekend of heavy rain, the 
clouds parted and rays of sunlight 
pierced the canopy of trees to illumi- 
nate the opening ceremonies for the 
Francis Land History Park. The sun-

Francis Land 
House at the 
southern end 
of Kings 
Grant Road. 
Everyone of 
the more than 
100 people in 
attendance 
seemed to 
marvel at the 
peaceful 
beauty of this 
previously 
^"■"^""""^ inaccessible 
parcel of city 
property. 
The History Park was the first com- 
pleted Heritage Resources compo- 
nent of the City 's Outdoors Plan. The 
partnership of the Department of 
Parks and Recreation and the Depart- 
ment of Museums and Cultural Arts 
have been a great match for this 
project. Parks and Recreation under- 
took the trail construction and pro- 
vides maintenance of the built ele- 
ments. The Department of Museums, 
through the Francis Land House, has 
established interpretive programs that 
address both the nature and the his- 
tory of the site. 

A preview of programmatic themes 
was offered to those who attended 
the opening ceremonies on May 17. 
The deck that overlooks the marsh at 
the trail's eastern end was an appro- 
priate location to learn about the use 
of natural resources by Native Ameri- 
cans who lived in the area hundreds 
of years ago. Observing the quiet 
expanse of marshland makes it easy 
to imagine what Virginia Beach was 
like before the English colonists ar- 
rived. 

The early colonists were fascinated 
by the nature of Virginia, with its 
many plants and animals that were 
previously unknown to them. The 
History Park's middledeck was where 
I encountered Mark Catesby, a colo- 
nial naturalist portrayed by volunteer 
Ian Goodwin. He presented a color- 
ful description of his excitement of 
discovering and illustrating "new" 
species of flora and fauna.

through the summer camp series that 
utilized the History Park. These 
groups examined many features of 
the park setting including wildflow- 
ers, trees and birds. The children ig- 
nored the heat and humidity as they 
became fascinated with the park as a 
learning environment. 

Two of the most striking and at- 
tractive aspects of the park are the 
clean outdoor experience it provides 
and the proximity it allows for en- 
counters with nature, particularly 
birds. The trail surfaces are either 
wooden boardwalk or crushed gravel, 
so you can walk through the woods 
without getting your shoes muddy or 
burrs and briars on your socks and 
pants. The trail takes you into the 
trees and provides a close view of the 
many birds that live in the park or 
migrate through it. The yellow- 
rumped warbler is one of the fall 
tourists that have been seen there 
recently. 

Six months after it opened, the 
Francis Land History Park is looking 
much different than it did in May. 
Nothing has been added to it, but the 
changes are very noticeable. The lush 
green vegetation has now become a 
coat of many colors. The marsh is 
currently awash in a sea of white as 
the groundsel blooms. Fallen leaves 
have added a new sound and texture 
to a stroll on the boardwalk. This park 
is very different from the one I cut the 
ribbon for eariier this year. That park 
will return soon enough, but his "new" 
park has a peaceful beauty of its own. 

The Francis Land History Park has 
not only provided the best use for 
existing city land, it has also pro- 
vided Virginia Beach citizens with 
an opportunity to touch nature with- 
out getting their feet dirty. Best of all, 
visiting it is always a new experience 
because it changes a little bit every 
day.

Up close and personal 
'Dr. 'Brian LancasUr: ^nds-on approack

When Dr. Brian Lancaster hears someone 
moan "Oh, my aching back," he has the 
medicine for what ails them at his 
fingertips — literally. 

The Chesapeake resident began college 
as a pre-med major. But by the time 
graduation arrived he was on the way to a 
career in chiropractic. 

"I volunteered at a medical school for a 
couple of years, and as I gained an 
understanding of the medical field I really 
didn't like the aspect of pushing drugs and 
the idea of fixing them for now, then 
sending them on their way. I developed a 
chiropractic philosophy of proper diet and 
fixing the problem. I didn't want to be a 45- 
year-old medical doctor, have people come 
in and be too busy to actually put my hands 
on them and treats them that way," said 
Lancaster. 

"Every chiropractor does things 
differently, but the basic premise is healing 
with the hands — not pills and surgery," he 
said. 

A 1991 graduate of Great Bridge High 
School, Lancaster earned a bachelor's 
degree in chemistry from James Madison 
University in 1995. He recently graduated 
from New York Chiropractic College and 
opened his first office last month. Applied 
Chiropractic, in Virginia Beach. He's the 
first member of his family to enter the 
medical field. 

Putting those hands to good use yet again, 
Lancaster renovated a free-standing office 
building on Virginia Beach Boulevard into 
his new clinic. The location provides plenty 
of drivebys and some walk-in business. 

Common conditions he's treating include 
pain and dysfunction of the joints, muscles 
and nerves in the spine, joints and head. 
Sports injuries, headaches, auto accident 
injuries and work-related injuries are also 
common. 

"Most people come in and have either a 
neck or lower back pain," he explained. 

Treatment can come in several forms. 
There are traditional chiropractic 
adjustments, soft tissue massage, 
mobilization and rehabilitation techniques, 
ultrasound and electrical therapy, and hot 
and cold packs. But Lancaster is most 
excited about the flexion distraction 
technique, which addresses lower "back 
conditions. 

"A lot of older doctors don't use this 
method. The flexion distraction table is 
awesome because you can do a lot for the 
muscles and discs in the back. It's a 
pumping action that does well for 
herniations, that sort of thing." 

After completing his residency in upstate 
New York, Lancaster chose to come back to 
his native Hampton Roads to practice. 

"And besides, my parents would have 
killed me if I didn't," he joked. "They 
support me so much — they were here for 
my open house and even helped me paint 
this place. I'm close with my family and 
couldn't imagine starting out without their 
support. You can't beat the little things that 
parents do." 

Lancaster believes that moving here was 
a good choice. By his count there are 150 
chiropractors here, which isn't too saturated. 
He's a member of the Virginia and 
American Chiropractic Associations, as 
well as Physicians for Responsible 
Medicine. A former member of the 
Tidewater Striders, he's in the process of 
rejoining the running club.

The "who's who" of Hampton 
Roads, donning dark suits, extend- 
ing flrm handshakes and dishing 
out business cards, filled the 
Chesapeake Conference Center last 
week to find out how business is 
done in the digital age. 

In this new era, a company can 
only get where it wants to go if it 
knows where it is going, Arthur 
Sulzberger Jr., chairman of the 
New York Times Company and 
publisher of the New York Times, 
told about 600 members of the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of Com- 
merce during its annual meeting. 

Part of making the trip a success 
is for a business to first determine 
its core values and purpose, 
Sulzberger explained. 

"Enunciate them over and over 
again," the guest speaker said, ex- 
plaining the way to thrive is to 
have everyone in a company under- 
stand the direction it is hewing. 

Sulzberger shared how in the 
early 1990s the Times chucked its 
post- World War II style of manage- 
ment in favor of a looser form with 
a reduced hierarchy and increased 
communication between dqjatt- 
ments and personnel lev^-ls. 

"The company doesn't just talk 
the talk, but walks the walk," said 
Sandi Yost, president and genoal 
manager of WTKR News Channel 
3. 

A pamphlet with the Times' pur- 
pose is displayed for all of Channel 
3's employees to see, Yost ex- 
plained. It reminds employees that 
the company is "to be the premier 
news, information and entertain- 
ment provider in order to enhance 
society," she noted. 

Yost also emphasized how the 
employees are given a list of rules 
that require them to be fair, em- 
brace diversity, respect others, take 
risks and have a sense of humor. 

Sulzberger said that he is serious 
about employees abiding by those 
rules and sticking to the company's 
policies as he mentioned the recent 
firing of about 20 employees for 
sending "inappropriate and offen- 
sive" e-mail at the New York 
Times Co.'s Norfolk administra- 
tive offices.

necessarily make a profit, 
Sulzberger admitted. However, al- 
hering to them in combination 
with a long-term strategy will help 
achieve sustainable growth, he ex- 
plained. 

In 1998, the newspaper claimed 
$1 billion in ad revenues, which is 
the highest reached by any publica- 
tion. 

"What makes a difference for suc- 
cess in this age or any is the pro- 
duct," he stated, explaining that 
business people need to have a 
"genuine insight into what con- 
sumers need." 

Sulzberger stressed that change in 
the way companies do business is 
necessary in this high-tech world 
because the competitive landscape 
has changed. 

"Experience and seniority no 
longer rule in the job market," 
Sulzberger said. Instead, the 



younger generation thinks more 
about their options and mobility, 
rather than climbing the corporate 
ladder, he continued. 

Some chamber members said 
they enjoyed hearing Sulzberger's 
advice and agreed with his approach 
to business. 

Ruth Middleton, an account exec-

utive for Adelphia Business Solu- 
tions, said that his formula applies 
not only to those in the media, but 
to all types of businesses. 

*Tve seen it work," she said, ex- 
plaining that for five years she 
worked at the health organization 
Sentara, where its leaders imple- 
mented similar changes in their 
management style, giving employ- 
ees a greater voice in how the com- 
pany should operate. 

"The people we employ are 
adults," Middleton said. "They cm 
make decisions." This style is 
about empowering employees, she 
continued. 

Middleton admitted that while 
more businesses need to get on the 
bandwagon for changing their ap- 
proach, most people are not so 
quick to join. "We are so resistant 
to change," she explained. 

Others at the chamber event 
agreed. 

James Carroll III, director of the 
Small Business Development Cen- 
ter of Hampton Roads, said that 
people need to step out of their 
comfort zone in order to make the 
transition. 

While admitting that many have 
a mind-set that make it difficult to 
alter the way they do business, he 
explained, that "everyone has the 
ability." 

Besides hearing about one busi- 
nesses' success story, chamber 
members at the annual meeting 
also had a chance to reflect on their 
accomplishments over the past 
year. 

Before passing the gavel to next 
year's chairwoman, outgoing 
Chairman R. Bruce Bradley, presi- 
dent and publisher of The Virginia- 
Pilot, reflected on the 1999 
achievements for the Hampton 
Roads Development Alliance such 
as bringing 537 additional jobs and 
$20.7 million in capital invest- 
ment to the area. 

Dorcas Helfant, president and 
CEO of Coldwell Banker Helfant 
Realty, accepted her new position 
with promises of more of the same 
for next year. 

"I'm impressed today with the 
opportunity here in Hampton 
Roads," the new chamber leader ex- 
plained, "We are on a solid founda- 
tion."

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'Cyber Shopping' beats mall madness

When Darin Gerdes heads to his 
school's computer lab to do a little 
homework and check his e-mail, he 
often makes a quick shopping trip 
to his favorite virtual bookstore. 

Shopping online is something he 
does while waiting for his PC to 
download the endless messages 
zapped to him from friends back 
home. 

It is not something Gerdes sets 
aside time to do. Instead, he does 
whenever it occurs to him that he 
needs a new book, or an airplane 
ticket home to New Jersey, or a 
special Christmas card he can't find 
anywhere else. 

"I get stuff almost daily from 
Amazon and even Barnes and Noble 
online," explained the 26-year-old 
Regent University doctoral student. 
Gerdes is not alone in the rising 
trendof Internet consumers making 
online purchases. 

In fact, a recent America 
Online/Roper Starch Cyberstudy 
found that 42 percent of those who 
regularly use the Internet are buy- 
ing goods from their computers. 
That statistic is up to 1 1 percent 
from a year ago. 

Confirming the growing trend, 
an informal poll taken in a Regent 
University computer lab, where 
students are regular Internet users, 
found that five out of 10 students 
are shopping online. 

That number is not surprising to 
many. 

"I expect the growth to 
continue," said Jeff Moore, an In- 
ternet analyst with The Strategis 
Group in Washington, D.C. He 
said that his private research orga- 
nizations has been tracking the 
trend and found that 101 million 
American adults are now Internet 
users compared to 65 million a 
year ago. 

He believes that two of the im- 
portant reasons people are shop- 
ping online are for convenience and 
lower prices. He also mentioned 
that people are able to save money 
on their purchases by using sites 
that do comparison shopping for 
customers. 

"This is going to revolutionize 
democracy," said Matt Wasowaski, 
spokesman for the comparison 
shopping web site 
studentonline.com. While his site 
is geawd i^ftoifically ttMward college 
studeflt»1|©?Jaelieves that all such 
comparison shopping sites will 
help drive down prices by making 
it more competitive for retail busi- 
nesses. 

Low prices may be an issue for 
many; however, some Regent stu- 
dents touted convenience as the pri- 
mary reason for their virtual shop- 
ping trips. 

"I'm just too lazy," explained 
Debbie Weimer. 

The 32-year-old graduate student 
said that she has purchased books, 
videos and airplane tickets online. 
Her Internet shopping spree began 
with an airplane ticket home. 

'That's where it starts and then it 
snowballs," she explained. 

Weimer is one of the many on- 
line customers who airiincs like 
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CLASSIC DECORATIONS. Colonists used native plants and foods to 
decorate during the 12 days of Christmas.

"Our customers are demanding 
online services," said Mary Beth 
Schubert, a spokeswoman for 
Northwest Airlines, claiming that 
the company is making their web 
site as user-friendly as possible.

Despite the optimism shared by 
online shoppers over the conve- 
nience of the technology, not all 
are jumping on the bandwagon. 

Regent student Davina DeBraux, 
26, said that she is leery about giv- 
ing her credit card information over 
the Internet. She said thai it is not 
secure enough for her. 

"I feel more comfortable speak- 
ing to a person," DeBraux ex- 
plained. 

She admits that she does a lot of 
browsing online. "It is a great 
place to find stuff, I just don't want 
to purchase online," she said. 

Companies like Northwest antl 
Amazon.com are aware of cus- 
tomers security concerns and have 
statements on their web sites reas- 
suring customers about the safely 
measures that are installed for pro- 
cessing the information over the 



computer. 

"It is not any less safe than 
charging at a store," explained 
Amazon.com spokeswoman Kris- 
ten Schaefer. "It is almost more se- 
cure online because of the protec- 
tion." 

Schaefer said people are becom- 
ing more comfortable with pur- 
chasing online and that has con- 
tributed to the rise in the number 
of shoppers. 

Although the online market is 
expanding, Schaefer doesn't think 
her company will put the tradition- 
al retail stores out of business. 

"I think more than anything, it 
gives customers more options," 
she explained. "I think there is 
room Tor both." 

Those working at the "bricks- 
and-mortars" stores seem to agree. 

Although Norfolk bookstore 
manager Drew Cowherd admits that 
online businesses like 
Amazon.com may take away some 
of his profits, he welcomes the 
competition.

The forum was comprised of in- 
dividuals, agencies, businesses and 
government organizations that 
provide services to Virginia Beach 
youth. 

Woodrow Tabb, admissions 
counselor for the U. S. Department 
of Labor's Job Corps, noted that he 
appreciated the forum because it 
gave him the opportunity to come 
together with other service 
providers to discuss their common 
goal. He indicated that he often en- 
counters skepticism in networking 
efforts with other service providers. 

"Many people have that concept 
that because we are under the feder- 
al government, people either think 
we only help troubled students, or 
that we want to interfere with what 
they're doing. Neither of which is 
true," said Tabb. 

He noted that the forum's atmo- 
sphere encouraged representatives 
from the various organizations to 
set aside territorialism and precon- 
ceived ideas, and really listen to 
each other. Barbara Brinson, 
youth opportunities coordinator for 
the city, noted that the forum was 
designed, "to transcend boundaries 
real and imagined." 

She stated that sometimes there 
are real boundaries, especially with 
government agencies where certain 
providers have to perform certain 
functions. However, she noted, 
"Many limes these boundaries are 
imagined, more turf issues. Some- 
times agencies feel like we need to 
do everything. We know we'll 
work smarter if we do it together." 

The representatives divided into 
eleven small groups and were asked 
to work together to pinpoint 
strengths, weaknesses and needs in 
the community's existing youth 
services. 

The groups' presentations fol- 
lowing the break-out sessions indi- 
cated that while the community is 
already providing excellent pro- 
grams for youth, shortfalls in the 
areas of transportation to, and com- 
munication about the activities 
were preventing maximum success. 
Many of the groups also cited the 
need to include the youth, solicit- 
ing their input, and involving them 
in planning and facilitating the ac- 
tivities, and to follow the forum 
with continued opportunities for

the providers to network and coor- 
dinate their efforts. 

Hermitage Elementary School 
Principal Michael Storm Jr. indi- 
cated that there are many excellent 
services in Virginia Beach to meet 
children's needs, but the city lacks 
a central information source so par- 
ents and school officials can identi- 
fy the appropriate resources for 
each need. 

"One of the members of my 
group brought up the fact that there 
are a lot of doors out there. We 
need to communicate where the 
keys are to get into those doors," 
said Storm. "We see a need for a 
developmental, sequential and spi- 
raling resource roadmapthat would 
lead us and help us make decisions 
as to who would be the best 
provider of services for a student in 
a crisis situation." 

To that end, Brinson announced 
that the Youth Opportunities Of- 
fice is assembling a city-wide plan 
to maximize the resources available 
to the youth of Virginia Beach. 
The office projects that the plan 
will be 'completed by June 2000. 
Many of the suggestions discussed 
in the forum will be incorporated 
into the plan. 

The forum attendees also joined 
in honoring a woman the Youth 
Opportunities Office dubbed Vir- 
ginia Beach's top advocate for chil- 
dren. Mayor Meyera Obemdorf. 

The mayor noted that the city has 
set strengthening families as a top 
priority. She cited the importance 
of having strong youth services to 
help support families. 

She reminded the group that, 
"We need to strive to set an exam- 
ple of hard work and responsible 
behavior," reaching out to at-risk 
youth, and identifying and recog- 
nizing students who have shown 
remarkable talent and hard work. 
She also encouraged service 
providers to not forget how much 
they can learn from the children 
they are working to reach. 

The Youth Opportunities Office 
presented Obemdorf with a framed 
picture of children at play that 
summarized the forum's goal and 
the promise for Virginia Bea:h's 
future, "The Benefits are Endless 
for Kids."

Spore said the lease period would 
be for 30 years and the agreement 
between the city and the Army, 
which also would required the suc- 
cessful developer's approval, would 
provide a lease payment made to 
the Army and 10 percent of the 
gross operating income of the golf 
course paid to Fort Story on an an- 
nual basis. 

The agreement also would in- 
clude the requirement that individu- 
als stationed at Fort Story and Fort 
Eustis would receive a 10 percent 
or other mutually agreeable percent 
discount on greens fees. 

The RFP also would require a 
championship class clubhouse and 
other auxiliary buildings. The city 
would be allowed to collect taxes. 
The environment assessment would 
identify fatal flaws such as adequate 
groundwater supply for irrigation 
— no city water would be used. 

If the EA turns out to be satisf^- 
lory the operator or constructor 
would selected through a RFP pro- 
cess, would be resptmsible for the 
lull Environmental Impact (EIS) 
Statement thai would be neces-sary 



for the project. The EIS is expected 
to cost $300,000 to $500,000. The 
project would take three years to 
complete. 

Matthias said the Army has not 
announced that the environment 
will be impacted or that any endan- 
gered species are located there. 

The course will be open to the 
public — the public can play at the 
Navy's course at Oceanaby invita- 
tion only, and the bathing beach at 
Fort Story also will not be dis- 
turbed. 

A link$ course, like those in 
Scotland and England, are less ex- 
pensive to build and will take less 
time to build because the links are 
more wide open and the terrain is 
lefi natural.

or Elizabeth City on his Creeds 
farm. The freshly-cut trees are 
much less likely to burn than 
those transported here from other 
areas, many of which have been 
cut for several weeks, he ex- 
plained. 

Bright's been growing trees 
"for 16 or 17 years, and I'm in 
my 10th year of selling." 

It takes several years for a 
tree to grow the seven or eight 
feel tall, which is the height 
most people prefer for a Christ- 
mas tree. And these days, both 
Bright and Henley see a trend 
toward even larger trees. 

"1 cut a 12- or 14- foot tree for 
someone the other day," Bright 
said. "Over the years I've seen 
that people are buying bigger 
trees to fit these cathedral ceil- 
ings." 

Bright, who opens the week- 
end after Thanksgiving for 
Christmas tree sales, also said 
that business has been brisk 
this year. His customers can, if 
they choose, tag the tree they 
want, then come back later to 
pick it up, and many opt to 
wait until "a couple ofweeks" 
before Christmas to collect 
their trees. 

Bright became interested in 
growing Christmas trees during 
the 1970s, when the forestry 
department and Virginia Tech 
were encouraging Virginia 
landowners to get into the 
Christmas tree business. "I 
went to meetings, listened, and 
decided not to do it," he said. 
"Then after awhile I decided it 
would be a nice thing to try." 

This year. Bright said, has 
been a particularly good one 
for evergreens. "The trees did 
well this year, very well," he 
said. "We've had a few insect 
problems, but we took care of 



that, and we've got ladybugs 
out there now, which is good. 
And we've gotten good growth 
on the trees." 

Homeowners who prefer the 
rustic look of evergreens and 
natural wood to neon and tinsel 
decorations will also find plen- 
ty of crafts and wreaths lor sale 
locally this year. While Wcalh- 
erly's busy making wreaths, her 
boss, John Cromwell, has been 
rummaging through the wiK)ds 
for sweet gum trees to make 
his tiny reindeer. 

"You can get cross-eyed 
looking for a branch that's just 
the right shape to make 
antlers," he said. 

"It takes about 45 minutes to 
one hour to make one of 
these," he said, pointing to a 
small deer constructed from 
sweet gum. "I have a grove of 
sweet gum trees, and 1 look for 
trees that arc the right size for 
the deer I want to make. I grow 
them close together, so they 
won't branch out, because you 
don't need a lot of branches, I 
just make the deer from the 
whole trunk." 

Growing and cutting trees, 
searching for anller-shapcd 
branches, and making wreaths 
requires lime, patience and the 
fortitude to put up with prickly 
leaves and uncertain 
weather.There's also a slow re- 
turn on your money and a short 
marketing season. Still, grow- 
ers say that there are intangible 
rewards Ihal make it worth- 
while. 

It's a happy lime of year," 
Bright said. "I get to meet the 
kidsl have a lot of the same 
people who've been coming 
since I opened, and I've 
watched the kids grow up." 

"I like it, it's Chri.stmassy," 
agreed neighbor B.J. Schloss, 
who works with him on week- 
ends.

Councilman Linwood Branch IE 
pointed out that in the last three 
comprehensive plans, the longtime 
goal was for more commercial and 
less residential development. He 
said that money is not being taken 
out of the general fund or from fill- 
ing potholes. 

Project architect Bill Saunders 
said that the idea is to create an en- 
vironment where business can 
come together. People will be able 
to get out of their cars and move 
around. 

Sam Cohen, of the Central Busi- 
ness District Association, said that 
the concept is consistent with the 
master plan and will accrue $9 mil- 
lion a year to the city. 

Robert Dean, CAC president, 
said that his opposition was based 
on a lack of information. He noted 
that parking (in the two parking 
garages that will be built in each of 
the first two phases) will be fiee 
and asked why. 

Jones pointed out that none of 
the facts will be available "if we 
don't go ahead." 

He said he agreed with Dean that 
there is a lack of information and 
"that's what this is for." 

He said the city can wait for the 
market forces to work, or "we can 
facilitate it to happen." 

A memorandum of understanding 
is just that, he said. It does not 
mean this project was approved 
today. He said there will be ample 
time for the public to come in and 
make suggestions. 

Henley said she wanted to make 
certain that the concept was consis- 
tent with the comprehensive plan. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that it is projects like this 
that generate $9 million and will 
take the burden off the taxpayer. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure 
said she has known about the plan 
since the middle 80s. that it is not 
something new. She said that she 
would like to add to the tax struc- 
ture — the only other way is to 
raise taxes. "I'm real excited about 
this. It's a vivid concept and has 
worked in some places. This pro- 
ject will benefit you and not cost 



you. 

Phase I involves a net private in- 
vestment of $40 million for the 
construction of a 22-story office 
building containing 225,000 square 
feet, a parking garage with 1.122 
spaces and retail spaces containing 
93,000 square feet. 

The development authority will 
purchase the parking garage to be 
used for free public parking at an 
estimated cost not to exceed 
$15,085,389, construct off-site in- 
frastructure at an estimated cost of 
$1,050,000, construct traditional 
public infrastructure within the 
project at an estimated cost of 
$6,048,914, acquire residual land 
for public streets at an estimated 
cost of $501,400, accept assign- 
ment of the land purchase contracts 
lor the Sage and Consolvo parcels 
and purchase the property at a cost 
of $5,724,996. 

The development authority will 
ease one floor of the office building 
for the departments of economic de- 
velopment and convention and visi- 
tor development with lease pay- 
ments in excess of current lease 
prices payable from the TIF. 

Construction of this phase is ex- 
pected to begin June 30, 2000. 

Phase I-A includes a private in- 
vestment of $15.7 million for the 
construction of a theaterof 85,000- 
square-feet and a stand-alone bank 
facility of 1 1 ,000-square-feet. 

The authority will construct tra- 
ditional public infrastructure at an 
estimated cost of $200,000. 

Phase II includes a net private in- 
vestment of $67 million for the 
construction of a second ofilce 
tower of 225,000-square-feet, a sec- 
ond parking garage with 1,486 
spaces, retail spaces containing 
78,500-.square-feet, a 150-room 
hotel and a department store con- 
taining 1 75,00()-square-feel. 

The authority will purchase the 
parking garage for free public park- 
ing at an estimated cost not to ex- 
ceed $19,324,000 including a pro- 
rated cost of land for streets and 
will construct traditional public in- 
frastructure within the project for 
$3,677,044. 

Construction on this phase is ex- 
pected to begin by Dec. 31, 2003.

used only for projects such as 
Town Center. City Council has in 
the past expressed support for such 
a program, which also entails in- 
creasing property taxes for facilities 
built as a result of the deal with 
Armada/Hoffler. 

According to documents pub- 
lished by the Department of Eco- 
nomic Development, using such 
funds would not jeopardize any cur- 
rent city programs. The city's role 
in the project, if accepted by the 
City Council would be to use the 
extra property taxes to build two 
parking garages, acquire water and 
sewer service for the area, and pur- 
chase land appropriate for building 
new roads. 

"The bottom line is the project 
pays for it.self," said Lilley. 

In the last several months, city 
leaders have gone on record saying 
that such a project, providing a 
downtown area to the resort city, 
would bring more tax revenue to 
the area, paving the way for ser- 
vices such as new schools. 

"I don't believe there will be con- 
trolled growth in the area without 
TIF," said Phillips. "The schools 
will benefit from more businesses 
coming in. and that is important 
because we never want to short- 
change the schools." 

Further economic growth is an- 
ticipated to result from Town Cen- 
ter. The first year of operation is 
anticipated to bring 800 new jobs 
to the city, and by the ninth year of 
business, more than 3,800 new 
jobs may be created.

If the project is approved,, two 
phases of development are planned.

"...we sec the Pembroke area as 
one that is very dynamic; in other 
words, it's not going to stay the 
way it is now. It's either going up 
or it's going down, in quality and 
in value, 

"It's quite possible the Pembroke 
area could decline because of the ad- 
vanced age and sometimes poor 
condition of .some of the buildings 
in the area. They're getting old. If 
we do nothing, and just let it sit 
there, we're going to see deteriora- 
tion in quality and in value, and the 
tax base will be eroded,"

She's known simply as "The 
Nutcracker Lady." 

Since June, Virginia Beach resident 
Mary Myers has been working 
feverishly to ensure that others have a 
very merry Christmas. 

Right now she's probably huddled 
in her folksy studio catching up on 
holiday preparations for her own 
family's Christmas celebration. The 
last orders for custom-made 
nutcrackers have been shipped far 
away, and the house is tidy after 
hosting the recent Cape Henry 
Woman's Club holiday home lour. 

Now it's downhill all the way as 
Myers looks forward to a clean slate 
as January stretches out before her. It 
will be her "slow" time, offering 
precious moments to catch up on her 
designs. 

"I'm real tired — 1 feel like I'm one 
of Santa's helpers," she admitted. 

Myers' passion for creating 
nutcrackers was bom of necessity. 

"1 was collecting them, but none 
ever seemed to look old enough to 
me," she said. 

So Myers put ingenuity to work 
and made her own. Husband Eari 
turned the basic shape on a lathe, 
then Myers painted the creation to 
her liking with an aged patina. 

When a buyer from the American 
Museum of Folk Art in New York 
City saw the novice's creation, she 
was instantly impressed. 

The buyer ordered two dozen 
nutcrackers on the spot.

Myers, then a Montessori teacher, 
saw the opportunity to earn a little 
extra cash. That was 1 1 years ago and 
countless nutcrackers later. Today, 
Myers' work is licensed and appears 
in three dozen magazines. Her work 
was the topic of a cover story for 
Home magazine in December 
'98/January '99. 

It usually takes eight hours for 
Myers to craft one nutcracker. She 
produces about 600 per year.

Fortunately, she doesn't have to 
travel far to work. Myers' studio is on 
the second floor of her saltbox-style 
home in Lynnhaven Colony. Since 
she does such a strong mail order 
business and commissioned work, 
Myers no longer has lo teach school, 

"I'm up here pretty much from 
morning to nighl. I come down to 
make dinner and do the laundry," she 
smiled. 

Though she spends hours working in 



solitude, the softspoken Myers said 
her work has brought much personal 
growth. She particularly enjoys 
talking to her devoted customers on 
the phone. Often they're from 
thousands of miles away. 

Myers does little retail business, 
except for the Williamsburg 
Foundation. The local market isn't 
right for her collectibles.

Hampton Roads residents don't have to 
travel far this winter for outdoor adven-

Park olllcials at False Cape Slate Park 
offer nature enthusiasts (he oppiirlunily 
lo obscrxc wildlile in their natural habitat 
from the "Terra-gator," a beachmobile 
equipped with 56-inch tires to navigate 
the largely undisturbed terrain. 

False Cape Stale Park, nestled in Back 
Ba) National Wildlile refuge, consists of 
a mile-wide barrier between Back Bay and 
the .Atluntic Ocean The area cannot a- 
cominod.iic automobiles, but visitors can 
access the park on loot, bicycle or by 
boat 

According to Virginia's Department of 



Recreation and Conservation, False Cape 
acquired a reputation as a ship's night- 
mare in the eariy 1 800s. The area got its 
name because it resembles Cape Henry. 
Thus, ships would often enter the cape, 
believing it to be Cape Henry, and en- 
counter difficulties in its shallow waters. 

The park offers one of the few remain- 
ing undeveloped and relatively undis- 
turbed natural habitats along the East 
Coast. The Terra-galor allows large 
groups to tour the reserve with little dis- 
ruption to the habitat. 

The vehicle is a prototype, mixleled 
alter a piece of agricultural machiner> 
used to irrigate and fertilize cn>ps with 
little disruption to the soil.

"words of good cheer" with the enemy. Men 
from Britain and Germany talked to one 
another across No Man's Land! 

A British officer suggested a Volkslied (folk 
song). 

The Germans sang... 

Everyone agreed to a truce until midnight of 

Christmas day. 

Both sides cut through the barbed wire and 
walked in each other's trenches, exchanging 
food and talking and photographing one 
another. • 

Some Germans sang "Home Sweet Home 
followed by a hymn. 

In another part of the trenches, some 
German soldiers left their positions to offer 
Christmas greetings to a group of Scots. An 
officer tried to stop them, but the Germans 
said. "But this is Christmas..." 

At midnight, both Germans and Britons flred 
warning shots as if to say. "Return to the 
trenches behind your own lines." 

Gradually, the business of trying to kill the 
enemy returned to normal. But the soldiers 
on both sides knew that Christmas is not a 
normal time. It can cancel out war — if only 
for a day.

From time to time I have men- 
tioned the fact that I was raised in a 
small town in the deep South called 
Oublin, Ga. The populntion was

There were pine trees, cedar and 
holly. Mistletoe was easy In those 
days people usually used the pine or 
cedar for their Christmas trees but I 
think the most unique and beautiful 
Christmas tree that I have ever seen 
was a big holly tree which is unheard 
of today. 

This tree was about 10- feet tall 
with spreading branches and was 
decorated with shiny tinsel, all blue 
lights and various other objects such 
as candy canes and bells of all de- 
scriptions.

But there was 
something special about Christmas 
in Dublin. A lot of love seemed to fill 
the air at Chri.stmas, nkich as it did all 
the year round — but more so during 
the holidays.

children In court

The Virginia Beach Court Ap- 
pointed Special Advocate (CASA) 
program was established in Virginia 
Beach in 1988 and currently operates 
under the administration of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Appointed Special Ad- 
vocates, a 
private not- 
for-profit or- 
ganization. 

It's pri- 
mary func- 
tion is to pro- 
vide volun- 
teer advo- 
cates who 
would speak 
up for abused 
and ne- 
glected chil- 
dren in Juve- 
nile Court. 
The CASA 
program as- 
sists Juvenile 
Court Judges 
~^~'^^^^~~ in securing 
the most suit- 
able placement 
for children whose custody must be 
decided by the court due to abuse or 
neglect. CASA provides screening, 
training and supervision to volun- 
teers who are then assigned a case 
involving a severely abused and/or 
neglected child (or children) by the 
Judges of the Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court. 

The role of the CASA volunteer is 
to carefully research the background 
of the child and to serve as the "child" s 
voice in court," helping the judge 
decide whether to return the child to 
his or her parents, place the child in 
foster care or consider the child for 
adoption. They serve as the "eyes and 
ears of the court" and make recom- 
mendations to the presiding judge 
each time the child's case comes in 
court for hearing or review. Their 
goal is to help ensure that the child 
can grow up in a safe, permanent 
home. 

These volunteers make recommen- 
dations about the children's place- 
ments and follow through on the 
cases, monitoring the court's dispo- 
sitions to make sure all parties are in 
compliance with the court's orders. 
The CASA volunteer provides fresh 
insight and an independent perspec- 
tive in the case, and the ongoing 
involvement keeps a child from get- 
ting "lost" in the red tape of agency 
procedures. Their recommendations 
are made after interviewing the child/ 
children, as well as the parents, other 
family members, foster parents, 
teachers, social workers and any other 
relevant professionals, such as phy- 
sicians and therapists. After thejudge 
makes a decision in the case, and 
between periodic court reviews of 
the matter, the CASA volunteer usu- 
ally continue to advocate for the chil- 
dren and monitor the children' s envi- 
ronment until such time as the cases 
are permanently resolved in court. 



Volunteers can remain on a case 
for six months to two years, depend- 
ing on the type of placement needed 
for the most effective implementa- 
tion ofthe needs of the children. Only 
when it is relatively certain that the 
child will not be subjected to further 
abuse or neglect will the CASA's 
involvement in the matter be termi- 
nated. 

The Virginia Beach CASA pro- 
gram is one of 25 programs in Vir- 
ginia and approximately 800 pro- 
grams nationwide. New training 
classes are provided at least twice a 
year. Since its inception, CASA vol- 
unteers have represented the inter- 
ests of more than 650 abused and/or 
neglected children. 

CASA staff consists of a director 
and a part-time coordinator, with 
volunteers also assisting in adminis- 
trative, public relations and clerical 
capacities. While the city provides 
the CASA program with offices, ac- 
cess to certain city services and ad- 
ministrative support, all funcfing for 
staff and prograiii costs is currently 
provided by grants and foundations.

This volunteer experience is obvi- 
ously not for everyone because ofthe 
time, training and commitment re- 
quired. However, those CASA vol- 
unteers who have demonstrated this 
special motivation are providing the 
most helpless of all of our citizens, 
our abused children, with a loud voice 
in the court process. Their |-eward is 
the satisfaction of knowing that they 
have possibly, and probably, made a 
significant difference in that child's 
life. There are, at present, 23 trained 
volunteers in this program. 

On behalf of the city of Virginia 
Beach, I am proud that we have a 
program such as CASA and grateful 
to the many volunteers who express 
their concern and commitment to 
children in such a magnanimous way. 
It is especially heartwarming, during 
this holiday season, to know of a 
program that works full-time on be- 
half and for the safety of our children.

Charlotte Bachran takes "decking the 
halls" seriously. She's the one others turn to 
for that festive holiday touch in their homes, 
not to mention on their front doors. 

By Christmas Eve she's practically 
worked her fingers to the bone. Bachran is 
the custom wreath maker for McDonald 
Garden Center on Portsmouth Blvd., where 
she designs 10 to 20 wreaths a day. 

She was working at a Great Neck real 
estate office when the opportunity to make 
a major life change presented itself. 

"One of my former co-worker's wives 
works here at McDonald. We were going to 
decorate the office for Christmas and went 
by McDonald to get all the stuff. I had never 
been there before and thought it was the 
most beautiful place. I fell in love with it. I 
kept thinking about it until the opportunity 
presented itself to quit work and go back to 
school," she said. 

Bachran earned an associate's degree in 
horticulture from Tidewater Community 
College, then saw a job opening for 
McDonald. She has been with the business 
for 10 years and has been making wreaths 
for as long as she can remember. 

"I'd been working with the annuals and 
perennials when I learned that in the winter 
they made wreaths. I told them, 'Whatever 
ya'll want me to do I'll do it.' I haven't even 
taken any classes in floral design." 

Regardless, there are now four employees 
turning out the wreaths, centerpieces and 
other decorations. 

She mused, "It's kind of like the blind 
leading the blind." 

Bachran's background in fine arts from 
earlier studies at the University of 
Louisville (Ky.), however, do come in 
handy. She's even called upon to host 
wreath-making demonstrations for local 
groups. 

Working with artificial and pine wreaths 
and evergreens, Bachran said there's a big 
demand this year for angels and snowmen. 
But those who want the glitz "go for the 
gold," she smiled. "Then there are those 
who are the purists and enjoy the 
Williamsburg look. That's not easy. I made 
one of those arches to go over a door last 
year and it was heavy — but very pretty." 

Bachran said that fresh greens are about 
as equally popular as the artificial variety 
and that many people get both, one for the 
fragrance and the other for the permanency. 
It takes up to an hour to create some of the 
more elaborate designs. 

She has developed a lasting clientele. 
One woman brings in a Lenox sleigh each 
year for Bachran to create a centerpiece in, 
another has a grapevine reindeer basket 
which Bachran dresses up. 

The crafter extends her talents to her own 
home, though this year Bachran hasn't had 
time to put up a big Christmas tree yet. 

"But I think I have a centerpiece in every 
room of the house — even the bathroom," 
she mused.

The Virginia Marine Science 
Museum will host its annual whale 
watching boat trips from Saturday, 
Jan. 8 through Sunday, March 5 on 
Wednesdays, Fridays, Saturdays and 
Sundays. Leaving from the Vir- 
ginia Beach Fishing Center at 
Rudee Inlet, whale watchers will 
search for juvenile humpback and 
fin whales in their natural habitat 
off the coast of Virginia Beach. 
Whale sightings are not guaranteed. 

Each two-hour excursion is na-- 
rated by a trained museum inter- 
preter while experienced volunteers 
show whale artifacts and answer 
questions. During the whale watch- 
ing boat trips, participants also 
have the opportunity to see a vari- 



ety of winter wildlife, local land- 
marks such as the historic Cape 
Henry Lighthouse, as well as inter- 
national shipping traffic and U.S. 
Navy maneuvers. 

Humpback and fin whales have 
made the food-rich waters at the 
mouth of the Chesapeake Bay an 
annual winter destination. The mi- 
gration of the humpback whales 
begins early each fall when they 
travel from the northern Atlantic 
waters to the warmer tropical vwa- 
ters of the Caribbean where adfll6^ 
mate and breed. 

Researchers believe that the sexu- 
ally immature humpbacks stay off 
the coast of Virginia to take advai- 
tage of the milder winter tempera- 
tures and ample food supply, in- 
cluding menh^ten and other small 
fish. In the spring, when (Met 



members return, the younger 
whales rejoin them and head ba^k 
up north. 

The museum will also host win- 
ter wildlife boat trips from ftec. 
27-30 daily and Jan. 1-7 on Fri- 
days, Saturdays and Sundays. Visi- 
tors will explore the diversity of 
Virginia's winter wildlife including 
bird and possible whale sightings. 
Guests on the twilight trips also 
will be treated to the city's holiday 
lights display at Camp Pendleton. 
Whale sightings not guaranteed. 

Beginning Dec. 26, visitors can 
also see these larger-than-life crea- 
tures at the museum in the twn- 
dimensional IMAX film, 
"Whales." This spectacular film al- 
lows visitors to expaiencc the un- 
derwater world thai influences and 
guides navigation, feeding, breed- 



ing and socialization of blue, 
humpback, orca and right whales. 
Movie-goers watch as whales travel 
between their northern feeding and 
southern breeding grounds.

weighs more than 30,000 tons, ac- 
cording to Gary Waugh, public re- 
lations manager for the Virginia 
Department of Recreation and Con- 
servation, if one of the fires rolled 
over a person's foot, it would not 
hurt them.

Washington's Christmas memory of a frozen crossing 




Out In 
Left Field

Everyone has distinct iwmories of 
special Christmases past, and George 
Washington was certainly no differ- 
ent from his countrymen in that re- 
spect. Christmas 1776, for Washing- 
ton, was

Many of his men and some of his 
officers had lost confidence in the 
cause of independence and faith in 
Washington's leadership. 

Fearful that the British might seize 
Philadelphia, even the Continental 
Congress had fled south to Balti- 
more. 

It must have seemed, even to Wash- 
ington himself, that the future of the 
cause of independence was in great 
jeopardy. 

After a disheartening string of de- 
feats at the hands of the British, Wash- 
ington was convinced that he needed 
a victory soon if his army was to be 
considered a viable fighting force. 
Many of his soldiers were scheduled 
to return home at the year's end. 
Recruiting soldiers for the army be- 
came more and more difficult be- 
cause the initial enthusiasm of 1775 
was waning and independence was 
beginning to look like a losing cause. 
The pressure was on Washington, 
and time, it appeared, was beginning 
to run out for the Patriot army. 

Washington was contemplating an 
attack on the royal army that he hoped 
would restore faith in his leadership 
ability and reverse declining Patriot 
morale. 

By Dec. 20, Washington has as- 
sembled an army of more than 6,000 
men on the western bank of the Dela- 
ware River. More men and equip-

ment were soon expected to arrive. 
The general realized that he must 
take decisive action before the enlist- 
ments of some of his best soldiers 
expired at midnight on December 3 1 , 
and his army began to dissipate. 

On Dec. 22, Washington called a 
war council and discussed his plan of 
attack. Colonel Johann Rail, who 
commanded the 1 ,500 Hessian troops 
controlling Trenton, was aware that 
the rebels were contemplating an as- 
sault soon. 

Hoping to catch the enemy by sur- 
prise, Washington and his advisors 
decided upon an three-pronged at- 
tack on Hessian troops quartered at 
Trenton and Bordentown. Washing- 
ton was to personally lead a contin- 
gent of 2,400 men across the Dela- 
ware north of Trenton. While Gen- 
eral James Ewing with militia men 
from New Jersey and Pennslyvania 
was to traverse the river south of 
Trenton to prevent the Hessians from 
escaping to the south. 

Finally, Col . John Cadwalader was 
to proceed from Bristol to engage 
Count von Donop who commanded 
Hessian troops in Bordentown. 

Deceived into believing that 
Washington's troops were half-na- 
ked, starving, and exhausted. Col. 
Rail let down his guard on Christmas 
night. Since the temperatures were 
dropping and weather was becoming 
more severe by the hour, the Hessian 
colonel attended a party at the home 
of a Trenton Loyalist and allowed his 
troops to rejoice with food and drink 
in their snug winter quarters. 

Washington's men were cold, mis- ' 



erable, and homesick. There had 
been little for them to celebrate so far 
this Christmas, 

Washington had a pamphlet. The 
American Crisis, read to his ragged, 
freezing soldiers in order to inspire 
them just before they crossed the 
Delaware on Christmas night. 

Thomas Paine's immortal words 
warmed their hearts and touched their 
souls: 

These are the times that try men 's 
souls. The summer soldier and the 
sunshine patriot will, in this crisis, 
shrink from the service of their coun- 
try, but he who stands it now, de- 
serves the love and thanks of men and 
women. 

On the Pennsylvania side of 
the Delaware River at McConkey's 
Ferry in the wind-driven snow and 
freezing rain. Col. John Glover and 
his Marbleheaders began the task of 
ferrying men, artillery, and horses on 
flat-bottomed Durham boats to the 
New Jersey side. Washington, of 
course, made the trip in one of the 
lead b6ats. 

Washington, wrapped in his cape, 
watched and waited until the cross- 
ing of his force of 2,400 men was 
completed. During that endless de- 
lay, images of previous Christmases 
at Mount Vernon crossed 
Washington's mind. Visions of his 
own hanging for treason if he he 
failed also entered his head. 

From the ferry landing on the east 
bank, there was a nine mile march to 
Trenton on icy roads in freezing tem- 
peratures. 

As the Patriot army trudged through 
the blizzard, Washington rode along 
the column shouting encouragement, 
exhorting his men to continue. 

At the village of Birmingham, 
Washington split his troops into two 
columns. One column, led by Gen- 
eral Nathanael Greene, entered Tren- 
ton via Scotch Road while the second 
column, led by General John Sullivan, 
approached the town by River Road. 

Although Washington had origi- 
nally intended to attack Trenton just 
before dawn, the four hour delay in 
crossing the river compelled him to 
begin the assault in daylight. Wash- 
ington was determined to engage and 
defeat the enemy; for Washington, 
there was either victory or death. 

By 8 a.m., the column led by Wash-

ington and Greene reached the Hes- 
sian outpost about a half mile from 
Trenton. There was an exchange of 
fire between a small contingent of 
Hessians and the advancing Patriot 
army. Realizing that they were hope- 
lessly outnumbered, the Hessians 
immediately fled. 

Within minutes, Washington heard 
the rattle of gunfire from the direc- 
tion of River Road, indicating that 
Sullivan'slroops had arrived and were 



engaging the enemy. 

The surprise was almost total. Still 
dazed from their Christmas celebra- 
tions, the Hessians that were quar- 
tered in the town bolted to their win- 
dows to see the Patriot troops run- 
ning through the streets of Trenton 
and hear them shouting, 'These are 
the times that try men's souls." 

The Hessians fought back fornearly 
two hours, but they eventually were 
forced to surrender. Their losses 
included; 22 killed, 92 wounded, and 



948 captured. Colonel Rail was 
among the wounded. 

Incredibly, only four Patri- 
ots were wounded, and none were 
killed accmding to one account. 

Washington had come up with a 
bold, well contrived plan which was 
only partly successfully. Although 
Ewing and Cadwalader failed to cross 
the river in concert with Washington 
and Greene's attack on Trenton, the 
Patriot victory resulted in bolstering 
the credibility of the Patriot army as 
a fighting force, established Wash- 
ington as a military genius, and re- 
vived ardor for the cause of indepen- 
dence. 

That Christmas Day in 1776, 
Washington's ragged, beleaguered 
army gave their commander-in-chief 
his first clear cut, unquestionable tri- 
umph. That first victory was a Christ- 
mas gift Washington would always 
remember. 

Certainly Washington's military 
genius and the devotion of his Patriot 
soldiers were crucial to the success of 
the attack, yet it was pure dumb luck 
that tilted the balance in favor of the 
Patriots. 

While Col . Johann Rail was enjoy- 
ing a game of cards at the home of 
Abraham Hunt on Christmas night, 
one of Hunt's servants delivered a 
message to R%cll who tucked the 
note into his vest pocket without read- 
ing it. 

Colonel Rail, hit twice during the 
battle, was mortally wounded. While 
removing the Colonel Rail's uniform 
jacket as he lay stretched out on his 
deathbed, his Hessian orderly re- 
moved the note projecting from the 
officer's vest pocket and read it to the 
dying officer. The message was a 
warning from a Lxjyalist farmer that 
the Patriot army was crossing the 
Delaware and would be advancing 
on Trenton. Had Colonel Rail taken 
a moment away from his card game 
to read the warning, the outcome of 
the Battle of Trenton might have been 
very different. 

Washington's bold gamble on a 
Christmas surprise attack paid off 
handsomely in a stunning, over- 
whelming victory. Rail's preoccupa- 
tion with a Christmas night card game, 
however, made him a loser and ulti- 
mately cost him his life.

Each historic home featured on 
this unique tour was decorated in 
holiday finery reminiscent of the 
historic period that home repre- 
sented. Included in this early 
evening tour were the AdamlTior- 
oughgood House, Lynnhaven 
House, Upper Wolfsnare Planta- 
tion, and Francis Land House. 

Viclci Harvey, education special- 



ill at the Land Houn and program 
coordinator for the tour, wai eipe- 
cially pleated with the public sup- 
port for thli year's tour, "Thii li 
lUGh a buiy time of the year, nd 
there's a lot going on in the area, 
observed Harvey. "For people to 
want to take time out to do this 
(trolley tour) is pretty spectaculv. 
It's a great response." she said. 

Program participants boarded the 
three outbound trolleys with tour 
guides Olenda Knowles, Joyce Tay- 
lor, and Paul Lankfordat the Fran- 
cis Land House and were swept 
back in time to Christmases of 
bygone eras. 

The Initial stop along the 
way was the Adam Thoroughgood 
House which has seen well over 
300 Christmases since it was built 
by a descendentof Adam Thor- 
oughgood in about 1680. 
Jamestown was still the capital of 
Virginia at that time this house 
was built, and Virginia was still 
the heart of the "Wild West." 

Pine and holly wreaths hung on 
the windows and doors of thih an- 
cient home. Sprays of holly and 
cedar were also in evidence. The 
agreeable scents of cinnamon and 
rosemary fused with the fragrance 
of freshly cut pine. Even the pan- 
eled parlor was accented by a hearth 
decked with pine boughs andnandi- 
na. The portrait of an unlcnown 
17th-century gentleman seemed to 
cast an approving gaze on the f(»- 
tive scene from his station abo<e 
the mantelpiece in the parlor. 

Next, the trolley threaded its way 
down the narrow, wooded drive that 
led to the Lynnhaven House which 
was believed to have been built by 
Francis Thelaball in about 1725. 
By the time this structure was 
completed, Williamsburg — or 
Middle Plantation — had become 
Virginia's second colonial capital. 

If Francis and Abigail Thelaball, 
the early 1 8th century residents of 
Lynnhaven House, were present in 
spirit, they would have been 
pleased to know that visitors to 
their home still experience the am- 
biance of a colonial Christmas. 

Period decorations such as a kiss- 
ing ball made up of ivy, holly and 
mistletoe along with cedar wreaths 
accented with apples were in evi- 
dence. Elaborate centerpieces fabri- 
cated with pineapples symbolized 
the 1 8th century tradition of hospi- 
tality in colonial Virginia. Open- 
hearth cooking has long been fea- 
tured at the Lynnhaven House. 

A Christmas cake, roast venison 
garnished with rosemary, Sally 
Lund bread and a Christmas pud- 
ding were among the culinary treats 
displayed. 

The third historic home on the 
holiday tour was Upper Wolfsnare 
Plantation, a property owned and 
maintained by the PAC/VB Histor- 
ical Society. Built by Thomas 
Walke III in 1759, this classic

Once again, the program 
participants climbed aboard the 
waiting trolley and headed back to 
the elegant gambrel-roofed brick 
Francis Land House on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard for a house tour 
and refreshments. 

From 1630 until 1819, six gen- 
erations of the Land family dwelled 
on the property if not in the house. 
The Lands, who ran a prosperous 
plantation, were among the area's 
wealthiest and most influential 
families until Francis Moseley 
Land died in 1819. 

Certain features of the structure 
of the house and its size attested to 
the prestige of the family who 
resided here for generations. 
Wreaths, sprays, and window treat- 
ments fabricated with cotton, 
lemon, pine, cedar, and pineapples 
were also visible illustrations of 
the status of the Land family in old 
Princess Anne County. 

Upon completing a tour of the 
Land House, the program partici- 
pants were treated to a taste of 
17th- and 18th-century-style re- 
freshments while musical inter- 
preters Anna and Jim Holloway 
provided traditional Christma.« 
music on recorders. 

Audell Davis, a program partici- 
pant from Davis Wharf on Virgini- 
a's Eastern Shore, seemed im- 
pressed with the local history she 
encountered during the tour. "I like 
to think of connections, and 
tonight certainly helped me feel 
connected with helping pass on the 
values of history and the fun of 
Christmas," Davis commented. 

"It was a lot of fun. It was inter- 
esting," said Jerry Mannix. "The 
darkness of those old homes im- 
pressed me the most.

MUBARAK MILITARY CITY, 
Egypt — Many different soldiers 
have stood watch throughout Egyp- 
t's ancient, colorful history. First 
came the Pharaoh's armies, then 
Alexander the Great's the ancient 
Greeks and the Romans. More re- 
cent times have seen the French 
and the British. 

This fall, a former Green Run 
High School student became the 
latest service member to keep 
watch over the seas of sand and 
rock that make up the Egyptian 
landsc^. 

Army Sgt. Shawnell T. Fluellen, 
a 1989 graduate of Green Run High 
School in Virginia Beach, was cfe- 
ployed in October and November to 
the ancient land of the Pharaohs to 
participate in an exercise that in- 
volved 1 1 allied nations from 
North America, Europe and the 
Middle East. 

Approximately 18,000 U.S. 
troops from all branches of service 
took part in the exercise, dubbed 
Bright Star, including the Coast 
Guard, making it one of the largest 
exercises involving U.S. troops. 



Fluellen, a member of the 293rd 
Military Police Company out of 
Fort Stewart, Ga., is just one of 
the many service members who 
played a key role in the exercise. 

"I'm currently performing force 
protection here at Mubarak Mili- 
tary City for exercise Bright Star," 
Fluellen said. "I'm also one of the 
senior customs inspectors who en- 
sures all vehicles and equipment are 
searched for contraband items prior 
to returning stateside." 

Fluellen joined more than 73,000 
troops from the U.S. as well as 
Egypt, France, Germany, Greece, 
Italy, Jordan, Kuwait, the Nether- 
lands, the United Arab Emirates 
and the Unit^ Kingdom. 

"Our military police company is 
here providing force protection for 
U.S. and coalition service members 
deployed to the exercise here," said 
Fluellen. 

Although the 11th Bright Star 
exercise was designed to provide 
service members at all levels 
unique opportunities to strengthen 
military relationships and ^ain ex- 
perience training with coalition 
counterparts, being in the historic, 
ancient land of Pharaohs was not 



lost on the soldiers. 

"Egypt is a wonderful place to 
visit," Fluellen said. "You can ob- 
tain years of historical information 
on landmarks, religion and culture. 
Egypt's people are rich in their 
love of each other and also friendly 
toward visitors who want to learn 
their way of life. I find that to be 
what 'goodwill toward men' is all 
about." 

Making the trek halfway atxHind 
the world, working alongside a 
myriad of nationalities and operat- 
ing under sometimes Spartan con- 
ditions in the Egyptian desert pro- 
vided exercise participants with 
plenty of challenges. 

"The biggest challenge 1 find in 
Egypt is visiting all the places 
which hold the mysteries and hid- 
den facts as seen in museums 
across America," Fluellen said. 
"Being isolated on the base camps 
really prevents most soldiers hCTe 
at Bright Star from seeing more of 
Egypt." 

Although this exercise is over, 
planning has already begun for an 
even larger exercise in 2001 where 
Egypt will once again receive an 
influx of foreign armies. 
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It's been a great year 
thanks to you!

Fmm economic deveiopment to new 
sciioois, '99 was year of aciiievement

When asked, at the dawn of the new 
millennium, what she has been most 
proud of throughout her tenure as mayor, 
Meyera Obemdorf had a very long list. 

However, at the close of the list, she 
noted that raising her two daughters ad 
maintaining a strong family have been 
her greatest achievements. 

Obemdorf, Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil and city officials have prioritized safe- 
ty, and the three "e's" — education, envi- 
ronment and economy — in orderto im- 
prove residents' overall quality of living 
and to make the city an atmosphere con- 
ducive to raising strong families for all 



Virginia Beach residents. 

This year alone, the cily has made sig- 
nificant advances in these important 
areas. 

This is an abbreviated account of an al- 
ready partial list of the city's major ac- 
complishments of 1999, provided by 
City Manager Jim Spore's office. 

This is the ninth consecutive year that 
the FBI has rated Virginia Beach Ameri- 
ca's safest city with a population over 
300,000. In a continual effort to main- 
tain this level of safety, the city invested 
in state-of-the-art computer systems to 
upgrade and replace old telephone emer- 
gency response technology. This included 
new computers in all police, fire and 



emergency response vehicles. 

Mayor Obemdorf stated that a safe 
community doesn't happen by accident. 
She attributes the city's success in this 
area to an excellent police department and 
to residents working together through 
neighborhood watch programs. 

Residents can see evidence of city's 
commitment to education throughout the 
city. Mayor Oberndorf noted that Vir- 
ginia Beach is a "Community for Life," 
meaning the city's commitment to edu- 
cating and providing services does not 
end when residents graduate from high 
school. 

The city partnered with Old Dominion 
University and Norfolk State University 
to open the Virginia Beach Higher Educa- 
tion Center, and is curtently working 
with Virginia Beach Public Schools, the 
Commonwealth of Virginia and Tklewa- 



ter Community College to create an Ad- 
vanced Technology Center. 

These academic resources will not only 
provide residents educational opponuni- 
ties, but will also benefit residents by at- 
tracting businesses to the area with its re- 
sources to train potential employees. 

As city councilman Don Weeks said, 
"Human capital will be our greatest re- 
source in the years to come." 

Councilwoman Margaret Eurc 
notes that Virginia Beach has mended 
fences with the School Board this year 
and the results have been tremendous. 
The city continued to dedicate more than 
half its budget to the public school sys- 
tem, and has worked out a plan with the 
schools securing funds to m«xlemize two 
.schools per year.

But this was a whaling expedition 
of another sort, and that's no fish tale.

was only armed with binoculars and 
cameras, and wished the great mam- 
mal no harm.

Whale watching boat trips are sched- 
uled Jan. 8 through March 5 on 
Wednesdays, Fridays. Saturdays and 
Sundays. Contact the museum for de- 
parture times. 

"Sometimes you see whales, some- 
times not." said program specialist 
Joy Eliassen. 

"This is a very individual experi- 
ence. Everyone is taking in something 
different. We've seen lots of wildlife 
and scenery while out here. We've 
felt the sea spray our face. We've 
looked off into the horizon. These are 
experiences to take back with us and 
contemplate." 

Leaving from the Virginia Beach 
Fishing Center at Rudee Inlet, whale 
watchers look for juvenile humpback 
and fin whales in their natural habitat 
off the coast of Virginia Beach. 
Whale sightings are not guaranteed. 

'This is important 'oecause so many 
people are dismissive and uninvolved 
with the world ni which we live. Mo.st 
of the people on this boat have never 
experienced what the ocean is like 
from this perspective," said Eliassen. 
"We are a very land-lock society. It 
is important to come out and see first 
hand what is out here. It gives you a 
greater appreciation for what is 
around us." 

Bach two-hour excursion is 
narrated by a trained museum inter- 
preter, like Eliassen, who has been 
with the program since it's inception , 
in 1991. The boat is also staffed with

Whether the Y2K computer debacle comes to 
be or is just another cause of needless high 
anxiety, it makes sense to make preparations.

Here are some ■Y2K readiness tips being 
passed around by state agencies. (And, yes, all 
but the first sound a lot like winter storm 
readiness tips). 

■ Check with manufacturers of any essential 
computer-controlled electronic equipment in 
your home to see if that equipment may be 
affected. This includes fire and security alarm 
systems, programmable thermostats, 
appliances, consumer electronics, garage door 
openers, electronic locks, and any other 
electronic equipment which an "embedded 
chip" may control its operation. 

■ Have some extra cash or traveler's checks 
on hand in case electronic transactions 
involving ATM cards, credit cards, and the like 
cannot be processed. 

■ Keep your automobile gas tank above half 
full. 

■ In case the power fails, plan to use 
alternative cooking devices in accordance with 
manufacturer's instructions. Don't use open 
flames or charcoal grills indoors. 

■ Have extra blankets, coats, hats and gloves 
to keep warm. Do not plan to use gas-fueled 
heating devices that are not designed to be 
used in a residential structure. 

■ Have plenty of flashlights and extra 
batteries on hand. Don't use candles for 
emergency lighting. 

■ Examine smoke alarms now. If you have 
smoke alarms that are hard-wired into your 
home's electrical system (most newer onqs 
are), check to see if they have battery back-ups. 

■ Be prepared to relocate to a shelter for 
warmth and protection during a prolonged 
power outage. Listen to a battery-operated 
radio or television for information about where 
shelters will be available. 

■ If you plan to use a portable generator, 
connect what you want to power directly to the 
generator; do not connect the generator to your 
home's electrical system. 

Oh, yeah. And be glad the Hokies' game 
against Florida State for the national 
championship is on a broadcast channel that a 
battery TV can pick up and not on cable or 
satellite.

The curtain closing on not just a 
year, but a decade, century and even 
a millennium, certainly seems mo- 
me n t o u s 
enough. So 
why does ev- 
erything feel 
so ordinary 
on the high- 
ways and by- 
ways of 
America 
these days? 
The cul- 
tural change 
in America 
from the 
dawn of the 
20th century 
tonowisdra- 

matic. In 

19 0, 
Americans were literally bursting 
with self-confidence and jubilation. 
What a contrast to the current mood 
of cautious optimism and, for some, 
even skepticism. 

It's not just the concerns being 
raised that terrorists could mar our 
millennial celebrations with violence. 
The incessant dire warnings of Y2K, 
although lately muted, have clearly 
added to the greying of our spirits. 

But, I'm willing to wager neither 
of those concerns would have damp- 
ened the indefatigable American op- 
timism had they arose on Dec. 31, 
1899. These are indeed different 
times. 

So, what happened?To begin with, 
there is that feeling that nothing is 
quite the way it seems. For that, we 
can probably primarily thank 
Watergate, the Vietnam War and the 
Savings and Loan Fraud. 

Then there' s the irrational violence 
that began with the assassination of 
our beloved national heroes, but has 
recently washed over into our schools, 
workplaces and churches. It's not 
that there is more violence 100 years 
later — there ' s not . It' s that the recent 
violence is so irrational that is so 
unnerving. 

Stillf few Americans live in fear. 
Despite the sickening feeling of help- 
lessness we communally experience 
whenever the horror of a Oklahoma 
City bombing or Columbine massa- 
cre Hashes across our TV screen, we 
rightly feel safe in our daily lives. 
• No, it is not fear but uncertainty 



that dampens our once unquenchable 
spirit. Say what you will about the 
prosperous U.S. economy (and there 
are many reasons to laud it), it has not 
brought a feeling of economic secu- 
rity to the vast majority of Ameri- 
cans. 

Let's face it — Joe and Jane Citi- 
zen have a nagging sense that they 
have been here before. They will 
remember the bubble bursting on the 
so-called "great prosperity" of the 
1980s when their secure, well-pay- 
ing jobs were lost to downsizing, 
health care and pensions either disap- 
peared or became unaffordable, and 
the cost of educating their children 
escalated beyond the reach of middle- 
class income. 

Americans woke up in shock in the 
early 1900s. Suddenly they faced 
unemployment lines, loss of em- 
ployee benefits and mortgage and 
other credit payments they couldn't 
meet. Meanwhile, theirnational lead- 
ers were preaching the need for tighter 
belts to fend off a looming bank- 
ruptcy of Medicare and Social Secu- 
rity, as well as to pay off the out-of- 
control deficit and a $5 trillion debt 
amassed by the government in the 
1980s. 

Not that we don't have good rea- 
son to be proud of ourselves and of 
our leaders for the fiscal responsibil- 
ity we have since shown, and for 
rebuilding our national economy. But, 
this time all the superlatives about 
our "unprecedented prosperity" are 
being taken with a grain of salt — we 
heard that song before. 

Even more troubling is that little of 
the enormous wealth produced over 
the past decade has resulted in in- 
creased economic security for aver- 
age Americans. Employer-based pen- 
sion plans are fewer and more limited 
in scope. Nearly four times as many 
Americans are without health care 
than was the case in 1 990, and its cost 
is still outrageously high while its 
quality has only diminished. 

Temporary work forces are still 
replacing full-time workers in every 
sector of the economy, continuing to' 
fuel the lack of job security that be- 
gan in the 1 980s. And, the bottom has 
fallen out of the commodities market 
so that family farmers are going un- 
der across the country. 

Admittedly, there have been a 
gradual increase in wages over the 



past year, but that is simply inad- 
equate to counter the sky-rocketing 
rise in big ticket family expenses 
such as real estate, automobiles and 
education, not to mention the steady 
increase in the cost of utilities, insur- 
ance and the telecommunications 
necessary to keep up with the Infor- 
mation Age. 

But, look at the stock market, the 
Pollyanna enthusiasts always reply. 
It has sustained its spectacular rise 
for over six years. There is certainly 
a case to be made that our economy 
may be on solid ground. After al]^ 
look at the other indicators such as a 
low unemployment and inflation. 

True, but the standard of living for 
the average American household 
nonetheless continues to stagnate 
because the Federal Reserve Board 
hikes up interest rates t|ie minute 
wages rise in the slightest. So, any 
increased income merely goes to pay 
higher premiums to banks and other 
commercial lenders. And Chairman 
Greenspan has the nerve to complain 
that Americans are not saving enough. 

Not that Americans aren't better 
off than a decade ago — that's why 
the mood is one of cautious opti- 
mism. Yet, at the base of our Ameri- 
can psyche is also the sobering knowl- 
edge that we have become increas- 
ingly irrelevant in our own self-gov- 
ernment. It is more obvious every 
year that elected officials dance only 
to the drum of the big soft money 
donors that stuff their campaign chests 
and keep them in office. How can we 
fix things if we don't even have a 
say? 

So, what can we do about all of 
this? Well, I don't know about you, 
but I miss the indomitable optimism 
that once wasevery American' s birth- 
right. So, my New Year's resolution 
is to do my damdest to elect either 
Bill Bradley or John McCain as our 
next president. I would gladly vote 
for either one. 

Both are tough enough to clean up 
the corruption, smart enough to fig- 
ure out workable solutions, honest 
enough to tell it to us straight and 
each has a vision for America that 
will inspire us to believe again in 
ourselves and in our democratic sys- 
tem. That belief alone would make 
2000 a very happy New Year!

To keep our approximatel y 440,000 
citizens supplied with city services 
involves teamwork and a herculean 
effort. 

Local governments and other or- 
ganization are continually seeking 
ways to reduce costs, increase pro- 
ductivity and provide quality cus- 
tomer service. City staff members do 
the same. 

In April, I had the opportunity to 
participate in the city manager's Cre- 
ativity, Innovation and Public Ser- 
vice Award Program. This program 
provides recognition to individual 
employees and teams for outstanding 
accomplishments to advance and 
improve public service in the city of 
Virginia Beach. 

The program is currently in its 1 1 th 
year; and since its inception, a total of 
3 1 3 individual and team nominations 
have been submitted to the program 
by department directors. Outofthese, 
165 have been selected as winning 
nominations. These winning nomi- 
nations are chosen by an executive 
selection committee, appointed by 
the city manager. Cash awards for 
winning nominations range from a 
maximum of $ 1 ,000 to a mininfutli of 
$200 per person. 

This year's 21 winning nomina- 
tions were split among 1 8 teams and 
three individuals. These winners were 
selected from a total of 42 nomina- 
tions submitted for review by the 
committee. A total of 1 96 individuals 
were recognized as part of the win- 
ning nominations, the largest num- 
ber to be awarded under this pro-

gram. Out of the 297 individuals 
whose nominations were submitted 
to the committee, 44 were volun- 
teers. 

Perhaps the most measurable num- 
bers from this year's winning nomi- 
nations are financial. City manager's 
awards initiatives represent an esti- 
mated $4,098,395 in direct cost sav- 
ings, revenue generation and cost 
avoidance. In addition, one regional 
achievement will result in shared eco- 
nomic benefits that generated $30.5 
million in new revenue. 

Earlier this month, I was fortunate 
enough to assist in the Employee 
Service Awards Luncheon, honoring 
those employees with 20, 25, 30, 35 
and 40 years of service. There were 
1 37 employees with 20 years service, 
100 with 25 years, 26 with 30, 13 
with 35 and two with 40. A big hand 
for these loyal and dedicated em- 
ployees. 

Not only do the city employees 
work for the municipal government 
but they also work in behalf of and for 
their community. Besides dressing 
more than 600 bears for the Salvation 
Army to give to needy children over 
Christmas, most departments either 
adopted a family and/or families 
making sure they enjoyed the holi- 
days by giving gifts and food; donat- 
ing money to the Food Bank; gather- 
ing toys; shopping for foster chil- 
dren; helping senior citizens and the 
Department of Social Services started 
in September, setting up an office in 
the agency staffed with a paid coordi- 
nator and approximately 20 volun- 
teers. 

The volunteers answered phones 
and tried to match families in need 
with sponsors from the community 
who would provide food and gifts for 
families. During the Relay for Life 
fund raising the Virginia Beach Team 
contributed $6 1 ,000 and in the United 
Way campaign, city employees con- 
tributed $282,922.21. 

We are proud of our workforce, 
and hope that you share our pride.

State commits $126,000 
to Virgirfia Beach trail 



Gov. Jim Gilmore has announced 
a $126,000 grant for Virginia 
Beach's Parks and Recreation De- 
partment. The grant is fimded 
through the Virginia Department of 
Conservation and Recreation 
(DCR) for projects and facilities 
that will establish, enhance or 
make accessible more trails around 
the state. 

"I am pleased to assist Virginia 
Beach with its effort to preswve 
and further beautify the city's ttcie- 
ational area," said Gilmore. "My 
administration is committed to 
steady maintenance of Virginia's 
rich natural resources so that future 
generations can enjoy Virginia's 
natural beauty." 

Virginia Beach's Parks and 
Recreation Department plans a 
major renovation for an important 
urban trail in Lynnhaven. The pro- 
ject is rehabilitation of a 3,600- 
foot section of a 20-year-old trail to 
bring it to current standards. This 



footage falls within a 6-mile por- 
tion of the trail that links to Great 
Neck Trail and First Landing State 
Park. The project includes 48 trail- 
head signs. 

"We encourage local parks and 
recreation agencies and state and 
federal land management agencies, 
to team with local trail groups in 
applying for funds," said David G. 
Brickley, Department of Conserva- 
tion and Recreation director. "This 
program simplifies supporting 
trails on many levels, from encour- 
aging partnerships to keeping ap- 
plicants' costs low." 

Grant applicants provide 20 per- 
cent of the funding for the Virginia 
Recreational Trails Fund while the 
state provides 80 percent. The Vir- 
ginia Department of Conservation 
and Recreation administers the 
grant program and its funding, the 
majority of which is from the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration.

Its exhibits tell 
tl» history of the Life- 
Saving/Coasl Guard Service and 
stories of heroic shipwreck rescue. 
It is the home of TowerCAM, the 
interactive exhibit that gives tte 
visitor a view from the watch 
tower.

"I wanted to have a variety of books to 
read to my daughter, but there weren't many 
about Africa in this area. So I thought, 'Why 
not write one?'" Okoye-Johnson said. 

Two years ago the Larkspur Middle 
School seventh-grade teacher set about the 
task. Husband Desing, a graphic artist, 
created the pictures which grace the book, 
"Oma the Faithful Daughter." Okoye- 
Johnson produced the text. 

'Then I sent it out to the publishers," she 
sighed. "Some of them sent it back saying it 
just wasn't what they were looking for." 

Others said they would consider the work 
if Okoye-Johnson rewrote it. She wasn't 
willing to sacrifice the story, so the couple 
decided to publish the tale themselves. 

"We knew it would be expensive," said 
Okoye-Johnson. "but we wanted to do it." 

The couple researched what it would take 
to produce the book, then took time to "cut, 
cut, cut and edit, edit, edit. Yet we didn't 
lose the important things." 

"Oma the Faithful Daughter" is as much a 
lesson in morals as it is a refreshing story. 
Set in a Nigerian village, the tale is about a 
beautiful and dependable young girl named 
Oma, who lives with her mother, Ada, after 
being cast out of their home by the village 
chief — also her father. The chief second 
wife also bears a daughter, who is spoiled 
and pampered. Meanwhile, Oma grows into 
a dependable, good-hearted and self-reliant 
woman. 

When Oma's mother is bitten my a 
poisonous snake, it is up to the girl to save 
her mother's life. The teen resists many 
temptations while pursuing the necessary 
antidote. Ultimately, she is rewarded by a 
fairy godmother-like character in this 
Cinderella-esque tale. 

Okoye-Johnson drew on tales from her 
African background, as well as literature 
studies, to write the book. 

"But Paulina was the inspiration for the 
story," said Okoye-Johnson. "She read it 
many times and loved it. Now that the book 
has come out we get calls about it — and 
she says we're famous!" 

Husband Desing' s drawings of the heroine, 
in fact, are modeled after his oldest 
daughter. To illustrate the book, the recent 
Norfolk State University graduate had to 
research Nigerian settings, costumes and 
culture. He referenced their wedding 
pictures for that information. 

Okoye-Johnson had 2,500 copies of the 
book initially printed. It's being sold in 
smaller outlets around the area, but she is 
working on getting "Oma the Faithful 
Daughter" into larger stores. 

Since the book came out in November, 
the Johnsons have learned the art of 
promotion. Her background in television 
production has been helpful in publicizing 
the endeavor. 

"The book has been very well received, 
but it's going slowly. We've had good 
success selling it in New York, where my 
sister lives. Down here it'd doing well at 
certain stores. We're just trying to get it into 
as many places as possible," said Okoye- 
Johnson. 

Her goal is to eventually turn the book 
into a full-length feature film or cartoon 
series, even an interactive CD Rom. 

"We have so many things to do, but we'll 
do it one day at a time," «he smiled.

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Adventure awaits in search of elusive whale

"Earlier we passed a huge cargo 
ship loaded up and heading out to 
sea," said Eliassen. "While passing 
in it's shadow, who not be in awe, 
and think about the pros and cons 
of that kind of business. What are 
the trade-offs for a healthy econo- 
my when an environmental disaster 
could occur? These trips affect visi- 
tors in a number of ways and al- 
ways give you lots to think 
about." ■ " - 

"This is really cool," said 7-year- 
old Kyle Thommesen of Auburn, 
Ala. Kyle was visiting family in 
the area with his father, Sven. 

"I want to see a whale, but I also 
wanted to see all the seagulls aid 
waves and everything," he said. 
"This is a lot of fun being out on 
the boat. I'm having a great time." 

Eliassen said that's what the trips 
are all about — providing a .good 
time, and good impressions. 

"This is awesome, 
being out on the 
ocean." 

Samantha Smidi, tourist 

"Some of these children will go 
back to school, and now, when 
they have to write a poem or an 
essay about nature, about the 
ocean, they can do it from a first- 
hand perspective. When we see 
something on television about the 
sea, we have been out here and ex- 
perience it ourselves." 

It was that allure that brought 
Samantha Smith from Baltimore. 
She made the four-hour drive to 
Virginia Beach just for the excur- 
sion. 

"This is awesome, being out on 
thfe ocean. It would have been nice 
to have seen some whales, but the 
experience is well worth it. I've 
met some greater people on board, 
and had a great lime." 

After leaving Rudee Inlet, the 
boat traveled due east before turn- 
ing northeast and toward the chan- 
nel leading into Hampton Roads. 

Humpback and fin whales 
have made the food-rich waters al 
the mouth of the Chesapeake Bay 
an annual winter destination. The 
migration of the humpliack whales 
begins early each fall when they 
travel from the northern Atlantic 
waters to the warmer tropical wa- 
ters of the Caribbean' where adults 
mate and breed. Researchers believe 
that the sexually immature hump- 
backs stay off the coast of Virginia 
to take advantage of the milder 
winter temperatures and ample food 
supply, including menhaden, an-, 
chovies and other small fish. In the 
spring, when older members return, 
the younger whales rejoin them and 
head back north. 

"I think it is wonderful to offer 



something like this," said Rose 
Kafi. She, her husband, Roland 
Silva, and 14-year-old daughter, 
Serrena Silva, were vacationing 
from San Antonio. 

"We really like to do anything 
that deals with nature." said Kafi. 
"It's a great experience for us, and 
especially for Serrena. When vwe 

"You know, *e had such a good 
time even without seeing a whale," 
said Paul Moore of Jacksonville, 
Fla. "We stayed in town an extra 
day for this — just to come out on 
the boat, spend some time togedi- 
er, and get out and enjoy the ocean. 
This really made our trip to Vir- 
ginia Beach." 

He said that from several whale- 
watching expeditions available in 
the area, he chose the one offered 
by the museum because of the mu- 
seum's reputation. 

"We knew we'd get something 
great from the Virginia Marine Sci- 
ence Museum. We haven't been 
disappointed," he said. 

The boat trip is $14 for adults 
and $12 for children ages one 
through 1 1 . Fees are payable at the 
time of departure. For trip informa- 
tion and reservations call, 437- 
BOAT. Trips are subject to cancel- 
lation due to unsafe boating condi- 
tions. Special charters are also 
available by calling the museum's 
group sales office, 437-6000. 

For landlubbers or those just a 
bit more adventuresome, w'nales 
can be observed in another way — 
through a special IMAX movie at 
the museum. "Whales" allows visi- 
tors to experience the underwater 
worid that influences and guides 
navigation, feeding, breeding and 
socialization of blue, humpback, 
orca and right whales. Movie-goers 
watch as whales travel between 
their northern feeding and southern 
breeding grounds. For more infor- 
heard about these trips, we knew it 
was for us." 

While aboard, Eliassen and vol- 
unteer Janet Schroder walked 
around the deck, allowing passen- 
gers to see and touch such whale 
artifacts as teeth and baleen. 

Humpback and fin whales are 
called baleen whales because of a 
special feeding structure inside their 
mouth used to strain plankton, 
small fish, and shrimp from the 
water. Adult humpback whales eat 
one-and-one-half tons of food each 
day, and many of the sightings are 
because of the whale surfacing to 
feed. 

Visitors are given tips for catch- 
ing a glimpse of such sights — 
watch for a puff of vapor called the 
blow — that is the whale's visible 
breath. Scan for bird activity at the 
surface of the water, as that could 
be a sign of whale feeding. Look 
for a dark back breaking the sur- 
face. 

Although the passengers fol- 
lowed the guidelines, the whales 
seemed to want to remain anony- 
mous on the first day of the trip.

"In that time period you also 
prepared your home for 12 days 
of Christmas, so Twelfth Night is 
the culmination of when you can 
finally close your doors and 
breathe that sigh of relief at not 
having to provide for guests.

"It was typical of the times to 
use hollies and pines, perhaps 
firs, growing outside the home for 
a nice touch of color," said 
Eliassen. 

At the end of the evening, the 
greens were customarily burned 
in a bonfire to symbolize the 
culmination of the holidays. 
. Land House volunteers and 
docents will perform a play 
written by Vicki Harvey, museum 
education specialist. Each year 
Harvey is challenged to put a 
new spin on the festivities by 
producing a drama around 
centered around the night's 
happenings. 

"We're keeping the plot a 
secret," said Eliassen. 

The story, however, will take 
visitors on a trip through time, 
depicting Land House people at 
different points in the home's 
history. 

The last Francis Land died in 
1813, but family occupied the 
land since the 1630s.

Frankly, I

remark than actually offended. Cyni- 
cal? Me? That's absurd. 

I have always prided myself in 
maintaining a positive outlook, and I 
have long regarded a positive attitude 
as the most important single element 
in the life of any human being — or 
quasi humans such as some canines 
and felines. 

Don't take that to mean that 1 view 
everything as "lovely" and that I am 
incapable of seeing depravity and 
unwilling to condemn wickedness in 
our society. There's certainly an 
abundance of that going around — 
and not just in Washington. 

Butl'mcertainly no Diogenes. I'm 
not even Greek, let alone ancient, yet. 
Unlike Diogenes, the cynic who lived 
in a barrel and searched society in 
vain for one honest man — 1 occa- 
sionally encounter a few righteous 
men and women although it seems to 
be getting more difficuh. 

Although our "culture" appears to 
becoming more double-dealing and 
uncouth in general, there are still 
plenty of honest, polite folks around 
these parts. Great Bridge, Deep Creek 
and Hickory. 

Of course, the tbiks in North Caro- 
lina haven't changed much over the 
years — thank God for that. But it's 
still not a bad idea to keep a watchful 
eye on the folks in Virginia Beach 
and Suffolk, there's just ho telling 
what some of them might try next. 

When it comes to cynicism, ■quite 
honestly, I can't begin to even hold a 
candle to the premier American cynic 
of all time. Of course, I suppose, a 
case could be made for Dorothy 
Parker, but Ambrose Bierce has al- 
ways had my vote. It's my conten- 
tion that Miss Parker was an enthusi- 
astic disciple of Bierce, America' s 
most malcontented news journalist 
— America's cynic nonpareil. 

Reading a few of Bierce's short 
stories such as 'The Damned Thing," 
"An Occurrence at Owl Creek 
Bridge," and "One of the Missing" 
bearconvincing testimony It) Bierce's 
disenchantment with socfPty in gen- 



eral. For incontrovertible evidence 
that Bierce was and is America's 
greatest cynic, one has only to thumb 
through the classic assortment of ac- 
rimonious definitions and acerbic 
comments contained in his The 
Devils Dictionary, initiated in a 
weekly newspaper in 1881. 

At lengthy intervals, Bierce added 
ii)lhecausticcollectionuntil,inl906, 
he published a book entitled "The 
Cynic's Word Book." This title — 
not his choice — was forced down 
his throat by the religious restraints 
of the editor and publisher of the last 
paper in which his work had appeared. 

"The Dc vil' s Dictionary," Bierce' s 
contrary masterpiece, corroborates 
that he is one of America' s great wits, 
first black humorists, and most unre- 
lenting satirists. 

A cynic, according to the acidic 
Bierce, is a "blackguard whose faulty 
vision sees things as they are, not as 
they ought to be." 



of course, the 
folks in North 
Carolina haven't 
changed much 
over the years — 
thank God for that. 
But it's still not a 
bad idea to keep a 
watchful eye on 
the folks in 
Virginia Beach and 
Suffolk. 



Bierce defines pain as "an uncom- 
fortable frame of mind that may have 
a physical basis in something that is 
being done to the body, or may be 
purely mental, caused by the good 
fortune of another." 

That's an indication where 
Ambrose Bierce was "coming from" 
as some contemporary intellectuals 
phrase it — sure enough. 

Next, he defines peace as in inter- 
national affairs as "a period of cheat- 
ing between two periods of fighting." 
Bierce's degree of faith in honest 
diplomacy couldn't be clearer. Obvi- 
ously, he was neither an ambassador 
of gcx)d will nor one blessed with a 
tactful tongue. Impartial, Bierce as- 
serted, meant that one was unable "to 
perceive any promise of personal 
advantage from espousing either side 
of a controversy or adopting either of 
two confiicting opinions." 

Marital disharmony, of course, did 
notescapeBierce'spessimism. Bride 
he characterized as a "woman with a 
fine prospect of happiness behind 
her," and husband he tagged as one 
"who, having dined, is charged with 
the care of the plate." Bierce was a 
real charmer. He went on to describe 
woman as "having a rudimentary 



susceptibility lo domestication ." And 
incompatibility he perceived "in mat- 
rimony , asimilarity in tastes, particu- 
larly the taste for domination." 

Social reformers did not escape his 
biting wit. 

"Rum," wrote Bierce in his dictio- 
nary, "generically, fiery liquors that 
produce madness in total abstainers." 

The word witch was among those 
words that merited a dual delinea- 
tion. Bierce's first entry explained 
that a witch was an "ugly and repul- 
sive old woman, in a wicked league 
with the devil. His second entry goes 
a step.farther; he asserts that a witch 
is a "beautiful and attractive young 
woman, in wickedness a league be- 
yond the devil." 

Not convinced yet, dear reader? 
America's pre-eminent cynic — are 
you ready for this? — defined clergy- 
man as a "man who undertakes the 
management of our spiritual affairs 
as a method of bettering his temporal 
ones." 

Father Kelly, Rabbi Goldman, and 
Reverend Smith, forgive him; Jesus, 
Mary, and Joseph grant him peace. 
And may God have mercy on his 
immortal soul. I have a sneaking sus- 
picion where that might be. Bierce 
would have loved hell — always 
something to moan and complain 
about. Hell would have been heaven 
to a guy of Bierce's distemperment. 

In his definition of homicide Bierce 
even had the audacity to chide those

But he goes on to elaborate, "There 
are four kinds of homicide: feloni- 
ous, excusable, justifiable, and praise- 
worthy, but it makes no difference to 
the person slain whether he fell by 
one kind or another — the classifica- 
tion is for the advantage of lawyers." 

Finally, my candidate for 
America's cynic for all seasons de- 
fines year — souriy — as a "period of 
three hundred and sixty-five disap- 
pointments." 

Bierce's contemporaries, no doubt 
in homage to his perpetual malig- 
nancy and indefatigable agitation, 
called him "Bitter Bierce." Bierce 
certainly spared no effort in demon- 
strating that the rather dubious dis- 
tinction was well warranted. 

Although the exact circumstances 
attending the death of America's most 
illustrious cynic are unknown, some 
believe that he met his end at the 
hands of Pancho Villa while cover- 
ing the Mexican Revolution. Others 
believe that, disgusted with Ameri- 
can society, he just slipped off into 
the Mexican wilderness. Today, no 
one knows the truth about what actu- 
ally became of Ambrose Bierce. 

The truth, it would seem, died with 
Bierce. America's superlative cynic 
would have wanted it just that way. I 
rest my case.

City officials cut ribbons this 
year on two replacement schools, 
W.T. Cooke and Seatack Elemen- 
tary. They began constructing New 
Castle Elementary and High 
School 2001 (to be renamed) in the 
city's Princess Anne Commons 
area. Also, in an effort to provide 
expanded services to the southern 
part of the city. Virginia Beach has 
begun construction on the joint 
Pungo/B lack water Libtary/Ci'^s 
Elementary School Modernization 
and Expansion Project. 

The city and School Board have 
worked together to successfully 
lobby the General Assembly to dis- 
tribute to the schools money that 
was promised to them from the 
state lottery proceeds. 

Councilman Weeks indicates that 
even with these successes, Virginia 
Beach needs to devote more re- 
sources to education. He indicates 
that good teachers are still under- 
paid. He agrees that education 
should be a foremost priority, and 
plans to continue the fight for 
more funding for education. 

In the midst of prosper- 
ous development, city officials 
have worked hard to enhance and 
maintain the Virginia Beach's natu- 
rally beautiful environment. 

Councilwoman Eure reports that 
the council has passed city-wide or- 
dinances requiring business and res- 
idential developers to plant trees 
and add landscaping to their devel- 
opments. She also notes that the 
city plants more than 2,000 trees 
each year, replacing small or dis- 
eased trees with higher quality, 
healthy trees. 

This year the city has added nine 
neighborhood parks, bringing the 
total number of neighborhood 
parks to 172. City View Park, a 
42-acre park on Kempsville Road, 
opened this spring. 

The Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment became the commonwealth's 
first to receive accreditation from 
the National Parks and Recreation 



Association. The department also 
won an international award for the 
Bayside History Trail project. The 
Learning Resources Network, an 
international project promoting 
lifelong learning, also honored the 
Bayside project. 

The city has cooperated with the 
Commonwealth of Virginia and the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service in 
opening the First landing/Seashore 
Joint Visitor Center, which helps 
promote "ecolourism." 

The city's financial and economic 
plans continue to pay off and to 
pnxiuce more opportunities for Vir- 
ginia Beach residents. 

"Whatever we're doing, we must 
be doing something right!" said 
Councilman Linwood O. Branch III 
about the city's fiscal policy. 

Councilman Branch is referring 
to last week's announcement that 
two independent bond rating agen- 
cies upgraded the city's bond rat- 
ing. Fitch IBCA, Inc. rated the 
city's bonds AA+, and Moody's In- 
vestors Service upgraded the city's 
rating to Aa 1 . 

These institutions cite diversifi- 
cation of investments, and other 
sound fiscal policies as reasons for 
the upgrade. Branch notes that this 
favorable rating amounts to more 
than kudos for city officers' good 
financial management. It saves tax- 
payers money as it avails the city 
of more favorable interest rates. 

Virginia Beach has completed the 
seawall and boardwalk from 27th to 
40th street, protecting businesses, 
homes, and the city's greatest 
tourist attraction. This year the city 
hosted a record number of summer 
vacationers. In an effort to make 
travel to beach and to other Hamp- 
ton Roads destinations more 
tourist-friendly, by redesignating 
Route 44 as Interstate 264. 

The beach erosion project and the 
boardwalk reconstruction arc ftinded 
by the tourist growth investment 
fund, a fund that invests tax dollars 
generated from tourism, such as 
meal, room and amu.semcnt taxes. 
This effort is a continual invest- 
ment in an induslrv that continues

cial goal. 

"It's an absolute life force. We 
needed it to flourish," said Obem- 
dwf. 

She noted that in addition to pro- 
viding Virginia Beach residents 
with less expensive, high quality 
water, the project has created the 
opportunity to form an equal part- 
nership with the city of Norfolk, as 
Norfolk treats and delivers the 
water. 

As the new millennium becomes

Obemdorf also professed 
a desire to see her vision of work- 
ing with larger cities in North^n 
Virginia to become a "golden cres- 
cent," and to unite with these cities 
to prevail upon the General Assem- 
bly to keep their promises to mu- 
nicipalities. 

City Councilman Don Weeks 
said, "We've done a good job of re- 
turning government to the people." 

He cites the defeat of the light 
rail, and the repeal of the phone tax 
as areas in which the residents' 
made their voices heard, and accom- 
plished their goals. Weeks would 



like to see more citizen input and 
involvement in the new millenni- 
um. 

Perhaps one of the city's most 
important accomplishments that 
will allow dialogue to continue — 
and city agencies to provide ser- 
vices — is the completion of the 
city's three-year Y2K readiness pro- 
gram. The city has inventoried, 
corrected and tested embedded com- 
puter chips, and has worked closely 
with vital service providers to en- 
sure that services will continue 
when the clock strikes midnight on 
Dec. 31.
